Votes 
Losing 


If the referendum rule? Sat¬ 
urday had been next year’s, 
all six ballot proposals in the 
Capital Region would have 
passed. 

But the rules don’t change 
until Jan. 1, and tije result 
was that three of die six — 
the three involving the spend¬ 
ing of the most money — went 
down to defeat. 

All six of the referendums 
appeared to have received 
more than 50 per cent approv¬ 
al vote, because fewer than 60 
per cent of the voters cast 
ballots, they needed W per 
cent approval to pass. 

Changes in the B.C. Munici- 
r>al Act which come into ef¬ 
fect next year will make a 
simple 50-peritcent-plus-one 
majority sufficient for refer¬ 
endum passage in all cases, 
regardless of the size of the 
turnout. 

Biggest referendum ap¬ 
parently going down to defeat 
was one for 54,115,000 for a 
broad program of public 
works and recreation in Saan¬ 
ich. 

The yeas and the nays ran 
neck and neck all night in 
that vote, and, with final re¬ 
sults still not in by early 
today, there weren’t more 
than 20 votes separating the 
two groups. 

A separate Saanich vote for 
$250,000 for facilities at the 
new proposed Saanich com¬ 
munity school also went down 
to defeat. 

And in Sidney, just about

21,913 tickets — Ihe number of 
fish entered in this year’s 
King Fisherman Contest. 

Ken, 48-year-old electrical 
foreman at Yarrows, and his 
wife, Loma, will take the 
Mexico holiday next spring as 
a 25th wedding anniversary 
celebration. 

The 7.4-pound coho may 
have been Steer’s only good- 
sized salmon of the year, but 
it was a pretty important fish.

Plea for Aid 
For Greeks 

OTTAWA (CP) — Research 
scientist Constantine Zar- 
kades says he received a call 
from his sister in Greece Fri¬ 
day night pleading for medi¬ 
cal supplies and Canadian 
government aid for demon¬ 
strating students in Athens. 
(See Page 8.) 

Zarkades said his sister re¬ 
ported several students were 
left wounded in streets In 
fighUiig. 

He said he had got In touch 
with the external affairs de- 
imrtment and the prime min¬ 
ister’s office about *he plea. 


When the dust had settled 
on the election results, three 
of five municipalities holding 
mayoralty races had new 
mayors. And even in the two 
municipalities where incum¬ 
bents won re-election, their 
challengers ran more strongly 
than anticipated. 

Fewer surprises occurred in 
aldermanic races but three 
veteran aldermen were de¬ 
feated in bids for re-election, 
and half a dozen new faces 
.joined municipal councils to 
fill vacancies caused by retire¬ 
ment.s. 

The new mayoi-s are Ed 
lAim in Saanich. Brian Smith 
in Oak Bay and Paul Grieve 
in North Saanich. Smith w'as 
the only candidate who de¬ 
feated an incumbent mayor; 
he ended up more than 7{X) 
votes in front of Oak Bay’s 
mayor of the past four years, 
Mrs. Frances Elford. 

Lum, a former alderman 
who resigned last year to 
have a look at the municipal¬ 
ity "from the outside,’’ won a 
solid victory over two incum¬ 
bent aldermen. Edith Gunning 
and Frank Waring. 

Hugh (Xirtis, Saanich mayor 
for the past nin^ years, decid¬ 
ed not to contest the election 
this year to devote his full 
time to provincial politics as 
a Conservative MLA. 

Grieve, alderman for the 
past two years in North Saan¬ 
ich, succeeds Trevor Davis 
who also decided not to run 
again. Grieve, a 30-year-old 
contractor, defeated former 
Aid. Doug Boon and outsider 
Owen Philp for the mayor’s 
job. 

The two mayors who re¬ 
tained their seats were Peter 
Pollen in Victoria and Stanley 
Dear in Sidney. Pollen easily 
turned back the challenge 
from virtually unknown Wil¬ 
liam Hollick, but HoUick man¬ 
aged to comer rougl^ 35 per 
cent of the vote, a far 
stronger showing than had 
been anticipated fOrTiiDi. 

In Sidney, Dear beat Aid. 
Fred Robinson by’ only 180 
votes, with FUrtjliison taking 
about 45 per cent of the vote. 

There were no mayoralty 
races in Esquimau or Central 
Saanich. In Esquimau Art 
Young was re-elected by ac¬ 
clamation to his third term as 
mayor, and Central Saanich 
Mayor Archibald Galbraith is 
in the middle of a two-year 
term.

North Saanich and Percy La¬ 
zarz in Ontral Saanich. 

Replacing Mebs, an eight- 
year veteran, in Esquimalt 
will be Conrad Lundgran, a 
.30-year-old machinist making 
his third'bid for (rffice. Lund- 
gren was second out of five 
Esquimalt candidates running 
for the three available seats; 
he also gained more votes 
than Aid. Ken HiM. 

Nell Horth, who was run¬ 
ning for a one-year term in 
North Saanich was defeated 
by University of Victoria 
professor Herta Hart- 
manshenn. Mrs. Horth had 
been on council eight years. 

Lazarz, who was trying for 
his fourth term on Central 
Saanich council, was narrow¬ 
ly defeated by Earle Tabor 
who was making his first try 
for public office. 

Lazarz beat Tabor TWUTowly 
in two of the three polls, but 
the last poll in, one from 
Keating elementary school, 
turned the vote around to give 
Tabor the victory. 

Only Victoria will go back 
with a council identical to last 
year’s. Four incumbent aider- 
men were re-elected along 
with Pollen. They were Mike 
Young, who topped the polls 
for the second straight time, 
William Tindall. Malcolm An¬ 
derson and CHyde Savage. 

Voters in the Greater Vic¬ 
toria school district also rc- 
tumed all four of their incum¬ 
bents to make the board a 
repeat of last year’s Board 
chairman Peter Bunn topped 
the polls, followed by Uai^e 
Temple, Harry Graham and 
Harold Knight. Bunn will be 
entering his 13th year on the 
school board. 

An oddity occurred in North 
Saanich where all five can¬ 
didates seeking two-year al- 
dermanic terms on council 
were outsiders, with no in¬ 
cumbents having decided to 
contest the seat. Wilfred Price 
topped the polls, followed by 
John Lapham and former pro¬ 
vincial NDP candidate Eric 
Sherwood. 

The ' two defeated North 
Saanich candidates were

former mayor James Gum¬ 
ming and local amateur magi¬ 
cian Lawrence Clianey. 

Some of Saturday night's 
changes came from amend¬ 
ments to the Municipal Act 
passed at thf spring session 
of the Legislature which af¬ 
fected particularly elections 
to regional hoards. 

For the first time voters in 
organized municipalities di¬ 
rectly dected their i^onal 
board representatives from 
among candidates for mayors 
and aldermen. It led to a cer¬ 
tain amount of confusion, slow 
vote counting, and a few ano¬ 
malies. 

Most difficulty may come in 
Saanich w4iere Ed Lum, who 
easily topped the mayoralty 
race, waa not a contender for 
the regional board. However. 
Waring and Mrs. Gunning did 
run for regional board and led 
the polls in that race. 

But since they were not 
elected to Saanich council, 
they can’t sit on the regional 
board. The result appears to 
be that Aid. Fred Severson, 
running actually third in the 
regional contest, will become 
Saanich’s Number One repre¬ 
sentative on the board. 

For a while it appeared the 
same thing might be going to 
hai>pen in Oak Bay where 
Mrs. Elford was leading cur¬ 
rent alderman John Goult- in 
the regional board race 
though losing to Smith in the 
mayoralty. 

But as the last few polls 
were counted, 0 )uU also drew 
ahead of Mrs. Elford, winding 
up about 200 votes ahead of 
her. 

In Esquimalt, Aid. George 
McOeadie easily , topped the 
aldermanic polls, but ended 
up about 500 votes behind the 
acclaimed Young in the re¬ 
gional board contest. 

Another change caused by 
amendments to the Municipal 
Act was the date of the elec¬ 


tion — for the first time in 
Norvember rather than De¬ 
cember, 

Some municipal observers 
felt this change was partly 
responsible for the higher- 
than-usual turnout in most 
municipalities. However, the 
size of the turnout varied 
markedly among the different 
areas, depending primarily 
upon the inrportance of the 
races going on. 

Highest turnouts were in 
Oak Bay - with an intense 
mayoralty campaign and 
Sidney - with a referendum 
and mayoralty race. Both mu¬ 
nicipalities reported turnouts 
of more than 58 per cent. 

In contrast, in Esquimalt 
no mayoralty race the 
turnout was only 36 per cent, 
and in Victoria - where the 
challenge to Pollen had been 
(Considered little more than a 
token effort -- only 38 per 
cent of the eligible voters cast 
ballots. 

Harry Graham became the 
only Greater Victoria munici¬ 
pal politician to wear two 
hats, not counting regional 
board members. Graham was 
easily re-elected as a Greater 
Victoria school trustee and 
also was a winner in the Oak 
Bay aldermanic race. 

Graham ran behind incum¬ 
bent aldermen Doug McQel- 
land and F^orman Pimlott, but 
nosed out Teresa Reksten for 
the third vacant spot on Oak 
Bay council, the one left va¬ 
cant when Smith decided to 
run for Mayor. 

Some of the closest races of 
the night occurred in the un¬ 
organized territories in the 
western part of the capital 
region, and a number of re¬ 
counts are expected in races 
for both school trustees and 
regional board directors. 

In View Royal, former re¬ 
gional board director A1 Beas¬ 
ley lost by just 16 votes to Pa* 


ti’icia Massy and in Sooke 
only two votes separated op¬ 
ponents Ronald Dumont and 
Evan Haldane.

half the voters voted yes on a 
$967,000 bylaw for a recrea¬ 
tion centre. Sidney very near¬ 
ly had a high enough turnout 
to allow 50 per cent approval, 
but just missed the magic 60 
per cent turnout by 1 ^/i per 
cent. As it was, another 240 
affirmative votes would have 
been needed to give the bylaw 
passage. 

Recreation met with a more 
favorable reception in Sooke 
where a bylaw to levy a 
1 . 75 -mill tax for a recreation 
fund squeaked through. With 
one poll still to report, 61.6 
per cent of the voters had 
cast their ballots in favor of 
the fund. 

In a not unexpected devel¬ 
opment, the highest percent¬ 
age of yes votes came in a 
referendum that wasn’t going 
to cost the voters any money. 
That was in Oak Bay and the 
bylaw was to dedicate about 
36 acres as permanent park¬ 
land. 

The area, in five parks, is 
already being used as park¬ 
land and was dedicated 
almost as a formality to pro¬ 
tect it in the future. The 
bylaw was passed by a 92 per 
cent majority. 

The third bylaw passed was 
in the Outer Crtilf Islands 
where ratepayers voted 84 per 
rent in favor of spending

The referendum was the 
only vote in the Outer Gulf 
Islands where regional board 
director Jim C^ampbell was 
re-elected by acclamation. 

The bylaws in Saanich com¬ 
bined with an exciting three- 
way mayoralty race to bring 
out a record turnout of voters, 
but it still was a long way 
short of the 60 per cent neces¬ 
sary for a simple majority to 
pass the bylaws. The turnout 
was, in fact, about 40 per 
cent. 

Saanich council had strong¬ 
ly urged passage of its bylaw, 
which, it said, would result in 
a tax increase of less than 
fcHir mills. 

For the residential property 
owner, aldermen said, this 
would be more than offset by 
rising commercial (ax assess¬ 
ments. 

The $4.1 million would have 
been spent on a JliOO.OOO 
arena, a $1.3 million recon¬ 
struction of storm drains, a 
$ 1 6 5,00 0 senior citizens’ 
centre, and a program of road 
improvements costing more 
than $2 million. 

The community school 
bylaw had been a matter of 
some controversy between 
Saanich council and the 
G r e a te r Victoria school 
board.

Channel Tunnel 
Treaty Signed 


LONDON (AP) — British 
and French officials signed a 
treaty Saturday declaring 
their Intention to link their 
countries by a tunnel under 
the English Qiannel. 

The signing followed more 
than eight hours of “very 
fruitful” talks between Pres¬ 
ident George Pompidou of 
France and Prime Minister 
Edward Heath of Britain. 

The treaty goes into forte 
only when it is ratified by the 


parliaments of both countries 
and when both governments 
are satisified the tunnel is 
feasible. 

The British and French 
transport ministers signed 
companion agreements with 
the two companies that are to 
carry out final studies and 
tests to determine whether a 
go-ahead should be given.

be self-sufficient in energy 
needs through greater use of 
coal, natural gas and nuclear 
plants and “I am going to 
push it.” 

As he sp(^e of rationing, 
Nixon noted lhat as a pei- 
fional step to save energy, he 
ordered that the presidential 
back-up plane be left behind 
on his current trip to Florida. 

"If this one goes down, it 
goes down, then they don’t 
have to impeach,” he said 
amid laughter from the audi¬ 
ence which also included 
iome CJanadian editors. 

Ni.xon’s appearance was at 
the Associated Press manag¬ 
ing editors conference. He 
was sharply questioned not 
only' about Watergate and 
missing tapes but also about 
his reported low tax payments 
and efforts to restore con¬ 
fidence in the White House. 

At several points Nixon 
made wry remarks about the 
problems he faces. For exam¬ 
ple, asked what he plans to do 
after he leaves office, he said, 
“I think it depends on when I 
leave.” 

Nixon said he intends to do 
some writing, ahd, if thorough 
reform has not come by (hat 
time, to work in behalf of 
ways to prevent abuses of the 
political campaign process. 

NLxon ran overtime at his 
own request. 

"Television, keep me on,”* 
he said, pointing a finger at 
the cameras after the hour 
allotted for the session was 
over. 

He insisted that he wanted 
to discuss charges that his ad¬ 
ministration boosted milk 
price supports in return for 
dairy industry promises of 
contributions to his re-election 
campaign. 

Nixon said Democrats in 
(Congress applied the pressure 
that led to the milk-price in¬ 
crease. Furthermore, he said, 
the administration raised 
dairy prices supports by a 
s nr a 11 e r amount than 
Congress would overwise 
have imposed. 

Nixon said his administra¬ 
tion is getting "a bad rap” on 
milk prices. 

And concluding diat state¬ 
ment, he left with a thank- 
you, a wave, and a phrase 
that summed up the entire 
performance: “That’s the 

truth.” 

In proclaiming his in¬ 
nocence, the president said: 

"I’ve made my mistakes, 
but in all my years of public 
life I. have never profited 
from public service. I have 
earned every cent. And in all 
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my years of public life, I havt 
never obstructed justice.” 

“The facts will show that 
the president is telling tht 
truth,” he said. 

He said that goes for Water¬ 
gate, for his personal fi¬ 
nances, for alleged campaign 
contributions involving the In¬ 
ternational Telephone and 
Telegraph (3orp. case and for 
other matters. 

Ni.xon said he noted some 
editorials asked how he could 
have big investments in three 
properties. 

“’That’s all I have,” he said. 
He said he is the first pres¬ 
ident since Harry Truman 
who never owned any stocks 
or had a blind trust. 

“I wasn’t a pauper when I 
became president,” he said. 

‘‘When I left (rffice 
after . . . eight years at 
S 4 5,0 0 0 as vice- 
president ... my net worth 
was W7,000 total after 14 
years of government service 
and a 1958 Oldsmobile that 
needed an overhaul. 

“I have no complaints. Over 
the next ^ight years I made a 
lot of money ... 5250,000 from 
the serial rights on a 
book. . . as an attor¬ 
ney . . . between $150,000 and 
$200,000 a year. 

‘‘I sold all my stock for 
$.100,000, my apartment in 
New York for $300,000, I'm 
using rough figures . . . and 
$100,000 the law firm owed 
me.” 

At the outset, NLxon said as 
long as he is physically able, 
he intends to continue doing 
the .job he was elected to do 
and will strive “to restore 
confidence in the White House 
and in the president himself.” 

Nixon also said: 

• Despite the two missing 
White House tapes, the cOTibi- 
nation of those that are avail¬ 
able and written accounts of 
his conversations will prove 
he had no advance knowledge 
of the Watergate break-in, 
never authorized any offer of 
executive clemency in the 
case, and did not know before 
March 21 Of blackmail de¬ 
mands from one of the Water¬ 
gate conspirators. 


• He paid nominal income 
ta.xes in 1970 and 1971 because 
of deductions for vice- 
presidential papers he donat¬ 
ed to the National Archives. 
He did not disclose figures for 
those years, but said he paid 
$79,000 in 1969. 

• The Secret Service did 
place his brother, Donald, 
under surveillance, for securi¬ 
ty purposes. But his brother 
knew about the surveillance. 

Nixon, giving his explana¬ 
tion for the missing White 
House tape recordings, said 
the system which rect)rded his 
conversations was not a .so- 
. phisticated one and added 
that he wishctl it had never 
been used. 

He said it consisted of no 
more than a Sony tape rec.>rd- 
er with lapel-type micro¬ 
phones , which were in his 
desk. But he said he did not 
mean to suggest that, by lis¬ 
tening to tapes which do exist, 
a federal court cannot get the 
Watergate facts. “I think I 
know what is on these tapes,’* 
Nixon said. 

He had listened to some and 
had seen written notes on 
others.

In response to a 'qilestion 
about H. R. Haldeman and 
John T^rlichman, the two top 
aides who resigned from his 
staff April 30 because of Wa¬ 
tergate, Nixon said it is his 
belief “they will come out all 
right.” 

But he added that it proba¬ 
bly doesn’t make any dif¬ 
ference whether Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman, are indicted 
by a grand jury because 
‘they already have been con¬ 
victed in the minds of the 
American people by what 
happened before a Senate 
committee.”

^^HATEVER BECAME of that plan for a sys- 
^ tern of trails linking various Saanich Pen¬ 
insula parks with the Thetis Lake and Highlands 
districts? Remember:the talk? And the enthusi¬ 
asm? A netwoi’k of 'paths for people of the out¬ 
doors to give .lhen\ i^ief from competition with 
ix)ad tcaffie:' ^ " 

Itfwas iiide idea. But it seems to have died. 
_^nd the gty of it is no. one cares, or at least it isn’t 
: getting a'play any more. 

It involves problems, admittedly. It would re- 
i quire some land acquisition. But for the most part 
I the plan was to use road allowances next to the 
pavement a safe distance away from the passing of 
cars. Road rights-of-way are wide enough. 

It wouldn't have to be all that costly, either. 
Much of the work in the preparing of paths could 
be done by voluntary labor. There are clubs and in¬ 
dividuals only too willing to bet*ome involved. 

Hikers and joggers, and just plain walkers, 
along with bird-watchers aAd horee riders, could 
get along very well in the use of road-side trails. 
This has been proven within such parks as Mt. 
Douglas, Elk-Beaver, Bear Hill, John Dean, Fran¬ 
cis and Thetis. 

I! could be that the plan became too grandiose 
in official thinking, with the widths of trails much 
more than they need be, and the grading and sur¬ 
facing of them far more “civilized” than would re¬ 
ally be I’equired. Such is the way of things all too 
often. 


This could be so in the plans for development 
of the proposed Dogwood Provincial Parkway as 
outlined in the feasibility study made on the 82 
miles of CNR right-of-way between Victoria and 
Lake Cowichan. 

This highly desirable “trail” is envisioned 
mainly for cyclists and the report call^ for an eight- 
foot-wide strip of hard^topping to give them 
smooth-going. Cost of the surfacing is given at 
$10,000 a mile which is only $18,000 short of $1 
million for the route. 

This seems a little much, particularly when it 
is not known how much the cost will be on acquisi¬ 
tion of the right-of-way, if in fact it is to become 
available. Unless Recreation Minister Jack Radford 
knows more than he is saying, the rail line hasn’t 
been closed down for once and for all. The estimate 
of the cost of acquisition in the feasibility study Is 
unsatisfactory, too. A spread of from $500,000 to 
$1 million suggests it hasn’t been investigated too 
closely. 

The minister doesn’t appear to be concerned, 
but the costs are going to have to be taken into 
consideration. And one of the wonders might well 
be: why eight feet of black-top for the cyclists? 
Surely a four-foot riding surface, or even one three 
feet wide, would be sufficient for them to weave 
merrily along the way. 

It is to be hoped that the parkway isn’t al¬ 
ready beginning to turn up its toes because of over¬ 
planning. 


Questions of Taste 


V K'TORIA MAYOR Peter Pollen would have the 
Municipal Act changed to allow pei-mission 
for building projei’ts to be withheld on the recom¬ 
mendation of an advisory design panel. The imme¬ 
diate cause of his desire for this power is a develop¬ 
er’s insistence on putting up a motel of a design 
rejected by the eight-man Victoria design pand as 
“estheticaily unsatisfactory” and described m^^r. 
i Pollen as being in “appalling bad taste.” 

The city wouldn’t want to dictate d|Mign, the 
mayor says, but some way is needed Q»^pholding 
general standards of good taste. Unfortunately, 
there is no way of spelling out such standards of 
good taste, and g^iven power to say yes or no on the 
basis of design, there Is no telling what a council 
might approve or rule out, no!’ w it might alter 
its position over months or years, nor if it might 
allow f)olitical feeling to influence Its esthetic judg¬ 
ment. The use of such power c-ould be most unfair. 

The city of Toronto, too, would like some con- 
t rol ov^r design as well as other aspects of develop¬ 
ment, but it is on a differont eoui'se in trying to 
secure it. The Toronto council proposes to pass a 
bylaw that would restrict downtown buildings to 4.5 
feet in height and 40,000 square feet in area. On 
high-priced land in the ^tral city these limits 
would be uneconomic, and would-be developers 




would thus be forced to come to the council for ex¬ 
emptions b^ed on meeting various — and proba¬ 
bly variable — civic criteria. 

Some of the.se criteria. The Toronto Star 
notes, such as effect on transportation, retention of 
historic buildings, effect on public services and the 
like, could be presc*ribed with precision. 

But, it says, “other criteria, such as corftpa- 
tability with adjac*ent buildings and surrounding 
areas, location and type of open space, and specific 
site conditions, call for more subjective judgments. 
And it is difficult to imagine any council as a rea¬ 
sonable arbiter of such highly personal tastes as 
building style and desigh. 

“Council is moving onto dangerously shifting 
ground ^\^th its proposed bylaw. As long as the final 
i-esult is anchored in objectivity and equal applica¬ 
tion, the councilloi’s will have made an important 
contribution to keeping Toronto’s heart pleasant 
and efficient. But to the extent they make the 
process subjective, they will move away from the 
rule of law to the role of men.” 

The same danger would exist In giving B.C. 
councils the power to be arbitei's of taste and en- 
foroei-s of their own judgment. The government 
shouldn’t hear of it.*

Egypt’s Euphoria Evaporates 


For the Egyptian people^ 
three weeks of an unwanted, 
unaatisfaclory tease-fire have 
toured the early euphoria of 
military success. 

'the ordinary Egyptian and 
the bulk of the army were 
against the cea.se-fire in the 
first place. Wnile they went 
along grudgingly with Pres¬ 
ident Anwar ^dat’s proposal 
on October 16 of a cease-fire 
eonditonal upon immediate 
Israeli withdrawal to the pre- 
.lune 1967 lines," the cease-fire 
of October 22 with die Israelis 
entrenched im the West Bank 
of the Suez Canal was not ac¬ 
ceptable. ri • 

Twenty-four, hours after the 
first cea.se-fifB*'tame into 
force, Egyptians com¬ 

pletely nonplussed to learn 
that President Sadat had ac- 
tepted a second cease-Xire, 
hut this time after the Israeli 
forces had, in’a few hours, e.x- 
tensively deployed and en¬ 
trenched themselves in the 
mainland of Egypt.

Diamally they reasoned that 
if. as their leadership had told 
them after the June 1967 de¬ 
feat, you can lose a battle and 
win the war, it cixjld equally 
well be arg^ied that you could 
win a battle and lose the war. 

' Cairo new.Hpapers continu¬ 
ing to headline "Big Battle 
l/w.ses Inflicted on Enemy," 
and "P’gypt Fully Controls 
.Suez-Port Said Front Line," 
increased the resentment over 
act eptance of a second cease¬ 
fire. 

President Sadat once de¬ 
scribed Egypt as a large vil¬ 
lage, and this is true, espe¬ 
cially in the sense that, as in 
a village, news, rumors, emo¬ 
tions travel and spread with 
extraordinary rapidity, reach¬ 
ing the remotest comers in 
the congested Nile valleyin 4 
matter of hours. 

P^gypians officials have de¬ 
nied that the Israelis are con- 
Irtilling the Cairo-Suez road; 
that the Third Army in Sinai 
and Suez town are cut, off. 
The P^gyptian press ha.s not 
reported that the United Na¬ 


tions peace-keeping force has 
been conveying supplies 
through the Israeli lines to, the 
Egyptian forces besieged in 
Sinai. 

But with several hundred 
UN task force men in the 
country and some 300 or more 
foreign reporters sniffing out 
the facts, su<“h reiwiii* inevi¬ 
tably reach large sectiwis of 
the population. A great many 
Egyptian soldiers are coming 
from the front on home lea\e 
and talking about the situa¬ 
tion there. 

.f' 

Also foreign radio programs 
in Arabic are widely listened 
to. Understandably there has 
been a reversion to doubts, 
suspicions and fear. 

Of all the perple.xing, con¬ 
fusing aspects of recent devel¬ 
opments, it' is the new rela¬ 
tionship betweeh Cairo and 
Washington which has most 
baffled Egyptians. 

^On Octolwr 16 Sadat said in 
a speech that after trying to 
“manoeuvre" Egypt into a 
cease-fire and a return to the 
pre-October 8 lines, the Unit¬ 
ed States had embarked uiM)n 
‘*a policy which neither we 
nor our Arab nation can ac¬ 
cept silently . . . .setting up a 
nav^ijl and airlift by which it is 
polfring into Israel new tanks, 
aeroplanes, guns, rockets and 
elecjronic equipment . . .“ 

At his press conference on 
October 31 Sadat repeat^ the 
charge and explained that one 
of his reasons for accepting a 
cease-fire was that "I am not 
prepared to fight America." 

★ ★ ★ 

Yet, in the same breath, he 
added that the United States 
had, so far, "adopted a con¬ 
structive attitude towards 
peace." 

The follow’ing day the Cairo 
press published photographs 


"marked by extreme cordiali- 
ty." " 

'With Sinai bristling with re¬ 
cently alV-hfted American up- 
to-date wea|x)ns aimed at the 
heart of Egypt and America’s 
protege occupying the main¬ 
land of Egypt with American 
sujiport, Egyptians considered 
such affectionate effusions as 
out of place. 

"The situation is intolera¬ 
ble," a young army officer on 
leave from Sinai said pa.s- 
sionately. "There should not 
have been a cease-fire, nor a 
Kissinger visit. The army is 
ready and able to fight and 
the majority of the people 
want to act immediately to 
get the Israelis out by force. 
We are prepared to face a 
long w’ar. What are we wait¬ 
ing for?" *

Now that the agreement to 
"consolidate 4lie cease-fire" 
has be'en signed, even "mod¬ 
erate" Egyptians, who wel¬ 
come moves tov^rds peace at 
almost any price have misgiv¬ 
ings. They wonder if this new 
American initiative will turn 
out to l>e another Rogers plan 
— which meroly secured a 
three-year "no war, no 
peace" situation. 

The Egyptians’ chief grudge 
is that it is .Sadat who has 
made all the concessions — 
resuming diplomatic relations 
witti the U.S., signing the 
agreement, ^ which calls for 
full exchange of prisoners of 
war and, though It Is not 
spelled out, lifting the block¬ 
ade of the Bab el Mandeb 
straits — while the Israelis 
are allowed to persist in their 
violation of the October 22 
cease-fire by occupying a 
large area of Egypt’s main¬ 
land. 

They point out that Dr. -Kis-

Militant Egyptian patriots, 
who were passionately op¬ 
posed to the cease-fire, con¬ 
sider the signing of the agree¬ 
ment a disgrace and a humili¬ 
ation for Egypt.

Paying Oil Blackmail Means More Arab Demands 


Bourassa’s “project of the 
century,” which emerged 
wiiile the government was 
driving for economic progress 
and creation of jobs, came 
under fire virtually from the 
start. Crkici char^ ttait the 
government had committed it- 
aelf before all preliminary 
atvidies were completed. 

However, another kind of 
time bomb threatened the 
James Bay project, which in¬ 
volved an area larger liian 
Britain. 

The Indians of Quebec Asso¬ 
ciation (IQA) had begun nego¬ 
tiations in 1967 with the Que¬ 


bec government in regard to 
Indian rights, especially hunt¬ 
ing, fishing and land rights. A 
temporary agreement was 
rea<bed in connection with 
hunting and fishing but the 
James Bay project was an¬ 
nounced before negotiations 
reamed on land rights. 

Early in 1971, the IQA 
formed a “James Bay Task 
Force” to study all aspects of 
the project and Dr. John 
Spence, McGill University 
professor experienced in the 
study of the effects of dams 
on fish, became scientific co¬ 
ordinator. 


Opposition Stated 


”ln the summer of 1971, the 
Indian chiefs and people 
the Abltibi, Mistassini and 
James Bay regions pUblicly 
stated their opposition to the 
project,” says a “summary of 
information”, prepared by the 
task force. 

“This opposition was com¬ 
municated to tiie provincial 
government and the federal 
government. However, this 
did not change jhe province’s 
decision about the project and 
the federal government did 
not 'become directly involved. 

“In the meantime, negotia¬ 
tions resumed with the pro¬ 
vincial government In respect 
to all questions dealing with 
Indian rights. 

“The representatives of the 
IQA told the provincial gov¬ 
ernment that they were op¬ 
posed to the James Bay proj¬ 


ect and that they 'would not 
discuss with the provincial 
government any questions re¬ 
garding Indian land rights 
until questions of Inmting, 
fishing and taxation rights 
and the question of lands for 
building schools and houses 
were satisfactorily settled.” 

The Indians were joined by 
the Northern Quebec Inuit 
(Eskimo) Association. 

Jean Chretien, federal min¬ 
ister of Indian affairs, was 
requested to intervene. He 
communicated with Bourassa 
and negoitiatkxis were held in 
June, 1972. 

Though the federal govern¬ 
ment provided the study com¬ 
mission with $250,000 for re¬ 
search, the committee gave 
its opinion that the native peo¬ 
ples would have to depend on 
itheir own efforts.

Negotiations Failed 


Negotiations broke down in 
October, 1972, after which In¬ 
dian and Eskimo * represent¬ 
atives and IQA officials mef 
Bourassa, Natural Resources

The 
hearing stretched into six 
months before the judge re¬ 
tired to consider a mountain 
of testimony.

The British colonial govern¬ 
ment—and the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment after Confederation 
in 1867—signed treaties with 
Indians as a policy of western 
expansion in such areas as 
the Prairie provinces and 
northern British Columbia. 

But the situation was dif¬ 
ferent when Quebec and the 
Atlantic provinces were set¬ 
tled by comparatively small 
numbers of white people. 

The lawyers argued that the 
Indians and Eskimos enjoy 
aboriginal rights which have 
never been surrendered and 
are recognized in royal proc¬ 
lamation, statute, administra¬ 
tive act, order-in-council and 
practice. 

Justice Malouf, the son of 
Lebanese immigrants, ruled 
in their favor.

The cold w'lnds of political 
isolation are blowing even 
harder now for Israel. 

If anything, Israel’s isola¬ 
tion has become more marked 
since the outbreak of the war 
in w^ch it has lost the sup¬ 
port of practically every Afri¬ 
can country. 

Even more serious Is the 
severe erosicxi of its once 
soldd European support. 

But nowhere is Israel’s iso¬ 
lation more concentratedly 
manifest than at the UN. 

Even an undiplomatic 
source not unsympathetic to 
Israel’s position says, “Had 
they given up some territory, 
as the UN has been demand¬ 
ing every year since 1967, 
they would not have brought 
this war upon themselves.” 


That remark gives some in¬ 
sight into UN thinking these 
days. It shows just how much 


Israel’s Insistence that its 
very survival was at stake 
has lost credibility to in¬ 
creased acceptance that the 
Arabs were only out to get 
back their conquered terri¬ 
tories. 

While Israel was militarily 
strong enough to preserve the 
status quo in the Middle East, 
and while it could depend 100 
per cent on the U.S., IsraeP 
did not seem to care a fig 
about its diplomatic isolation 
at the UN. 


Many diplomats now be¬ 
lieve that the war has eroded 
these two key assumptions 
and that Israel is much more 
vulnerable to international 
pressure. 

"How many more Arab de¬ 
feats can the Israelis sur¬ 
vive?” was how one East Eu¬ 
ropean delegate put it. 

He was expressing a broad 
conviction here that the price 
of Israeli military victory, 
without political concessions, 
was too high for Israel. 


Awe Shields Hirohito 

Unwritten Taboo Prevents All Controversy

Wrapped in an aura of mythology and the mystery of 
unrecorded history, sealed off from the public by a protectlvt 
Imperial Household Agency and shielded from potential con¬ 
troversy by an uswritten taboo on public discussion of his 
role, the Emperor of Japan reigns today amid a mixture of 
awe, reverence and very occasionally — privately spoken rid¬ 
icule. 

It would appear that awe and reverence dominate the 
feelings of Japanese people toward Emperor Hirohito, 72, and 
Empress Nagaki, 70, and officialdom in Japan insists that 
such a fact be taken od faiith. 

No question has ever been posed in a public opinion sur¬ 
vey about the role of the emperor and the imperial system. 
No newspaper or mass media organ has ever taken up the 
subject. And when an occasional spurt of ccwitroversy con¬ 
cerning the emperor begins to erupt on the political scene, it 
is squelched quickly and forgotten. 

★ ★ ★ 

So thick is the chrysanthemum curtain which hangs 
around tiie imperial family that it is difficult to judge 
whether the reluctance to'answer questions concerning the 
emperor arise from reverence for the emperor or from fear 
of public criticism. 

When Hirohito became the first reigning emperor In a 
theoretically unbroken line dating back a mythological 2,600 
years to leave Japan's soil when he visited Europe in 1971, 
spokesmen for Japan Air Lines refused to reveal how much 
money the semd-govemmental airline had spent to remodel 
the interior of two DC-8 planes chartered for the trip. 

Also puzzling was the refusal of the Imperial Housdiold 
Agency to announce to the public the route Hirohito and 
Nagako would take from the imperial palace to the airport — 
intentionally denying the public a chance to bid bon voyage to 
the imperial couple. Nobwiy offered an explanation but there 
were reports that some dissident students mig^t stage dem¬ 
onstrations. 

Newspapers and the mass media observed the taboo on 
reporting in depth about the imperial family and never men¬ 
tioned eWier peculiarity. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is no question that the heart of the taboo rests on 
the unsettled issue of the emperor’s responsibiaity for having 
been used as a rallying cry for a fight to the death by the 
leaders of Japan during the Second World War — only to 
have then been used ultimately as the justlification for a sur¬ 
render that had not been permitted the individual soldier, 
each of whom was taught that capture was to be avoided by 
all costs, including suicide. 


It is an issue involved with the person of Hirohito and will 
undoubtedly be resolved when his eldest son, Crown Prince 
Akihito, who was only 12 when the war ended, ascends to the 
throne. 

Publicly, the imperial family leads an extraordinarily 
quiet — and even obscure — life. 

So matter-of-factly are most of the emperor’s movements 
reported that it is quite possible for an average Japanese to 
pass through an entire year without once ever seeing the em¬ 
peror, either in person or on television, although photographs 
of the emperor appear from time to time In newspapers. 

One event that is likely to throw the imperial couple into 
the spotlight prominently in the near future is the upcoming 
50th anniversary of their wedding next Jan. 26. It will be the 
first time in Japan’s recorded history that an Imperial couple 
has celebrated a golden wedding anniversary. 

As a social force, the emperor’s role as father figure for 
the naticxi •— despite a postwar constitution which downgrad¬ 
ed him to “a symbol of the unity of the Japanese people” — 
still appears to be dominant It is intentionally reinforced by 
the Imperial Household Agency which goes out of Its way to 
get played in the press all family events. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nothing in the constitution declares that the emperor 
shall serve as a head of state but the government has given 
him that role by directing ambassadors from foreign coun- 
tnjes to present their credentials to him rather than to the 
prime minister. 

The emperor also is given regular briefings on both 
domestic and foreign affairs by bureaucrats and government, 
officials and “expresses opinions and describes his feelings in 
regard to reports made to him,” according to Kiyoshi Mat- 
ladaira, chamberlain of the Imperial Household Agency. 

“What the cabinet ministers (and others) do as a result 
of hearing His Majesty’s opinions is up to them,” Matsudalra 
added in an interview in 1971. 


Tha high degree of potential controversy over the emper¬ 
or’s possible influence on government, however, was revealed 
in a rare slip of the tongue by ont of Prim# Minister 
Tanaka’s cabinet ministers last spring. 

'The director of the Defence Agency quoted Hirohito as 
having told him that the emperor saw no reason to criticize 
Japan's defence forces as too large in view of the armies 
maintained by neighboring nations — a quotation that promp¬ 
tly forced the cabinet (^ficial to resign for having reveal^ 
the emperor’s thoughts.

Syncrude 

Given 

Delay 

EDMONTON (CP) — Syn¬ 
crude Canada Ltd. has been 
given another month to com¬ 
plete negotiations with the 
federal government over tax¬ 
ing arrangemenla covering a 
proposed 5800-million oil 
sands plant for northeastern 
Alberta, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment said Friday. 

Bill Dickie, Alberta mines 
minister, said that the partici¬ 
pants'in th^ynorude consor¬ 
tium and the Alberta govern¬ 
ment had extended the dead¬ 
line to complete arrange¬ 
ments with the federal gov¬ 
ernment until Dec. 16. 

The letter of intent, signed 
between Syncrude and the 
provincial government on 
Sept 14, included a clause 
calling for detailecF arrange¬ 
ments to be completed by Fri¬ 
day. 

A spokesman for Syncrude 
said officials of his company 
meet with federal income tax 
people this week. The meeting 
followed a request by Syn¬ 
crude to use profits paid to 
the Alberta government, in 
place of royalties, as a deduc¬ 
tion from federal Income tax. 

The federal government has 
balked over a provision in the 
Syncrude deal with the Alber¬ 
ta government permitting 
syncrude to label its royalty 
I^ayments to Alberta as tax 
deductible. 

The payments would not 
come from normal "royal¬ 
ties” a form of tax on produc¬ 
tion, but would represent 50 
per cent of the firm’s profits.

SYDNEY. Aiiatralia — It’s 
"fettling day,” the biggest 
money game in town. And in 
the smoke-^Ukd baeemenl of 
Tattersalls Cub, the bookies 
are bent over neat stacks of 
$20 bills piled high on wotxlen 
tables. 

In the next hour, something 
like $1 million in hard cash 
^will change hands small 
potatoes, really, compared 
with what is bet every day in 
Australia, the world’s biggest 
gambling nation. 

The bookies ^ they are li¬ 
censed by the state and quite 
legal —' began drifting into 
"Tats” on Elizabeth St about 
noon, looking more like bank¬ 
ers than glmblers as they ar¬ 
rive carrying attache cases 
stuffed with money. This Is 
their day of reckoning. 

"A lot of bad debt* go out of 
circulation overnight,” said 
Harry Cook, who has been a 
bookie for 54 years, "If a debt 
■ doesn’t show up tc^ay to set¬ 
tle he’s not coming at all. 
Only thing to do then is get 
yourself a belt (rf cognac and 
kiss it off.” 

The "settling day” ritual Is 
held every Monday, enabling 
punters (bettors) and bookies 


to setUe wagers placed on 
horse races the previous 
weekend. With 2,5(X) licensed 
bookmakers and 600 race¬ 
tracks in Austiralia, there is 
never a dearth of action. 

In fact, with everything 
fronx illegal casinos to state- 
run lolleries flourishing, gam¬ 
bling is one of Australia’s true 
pastimes. And with their re¬ 
cently acquired affluence, 
Australians are betting at 
least $5.5 billion ($423 per per¬ 
son) legally and illegally a 
year — more than the govern¬ 
ment spends on education, de¬ 
fence, housing and social ler- 
vices and welfare combined. 
"I have no doubt that Austra¬ 
lia is far and away the 
biggest betting nation in the 
world,” said AI .Smith, an ex¬ 
ecutive witti the state’s off¬ 
track horse-race betting sys¬ 
tem, which handles $385 mil- 
li >n a year in his 4.36 betting 
shops. 

On a per capita basis, Aus¬ 
tralia was placed atop the in¬ 
ternational betting scorecard 
in a survey of gambling 
throu^out the world done by 
Sporti Illustrated. The maga¬ 
zine estimated each Austra¬ 
lian spends $160 a year on 
legaliz^ gambling compared 
to .$90 in the United States. $50

An official of Hydro Quebec, 
a pinovinoial power company 
involved in the project, has 
estimated a complete shut¬ 
down of the site would cost 
$80 million.

EsquimaWs Veteran Mebs Defeated 

Winners in Twice-Told Story

Conrad Lundgren is wonder¬ 
ing if he has exactly 28 fewer 
friends than Aid. George 
McCreadie. 

That’s how many votes sep¬ 
arated the two in Esquimau’s 
aldermanic election Saturday, 
and it’s the same number 
Lundgren trailed McCreadie 
in a byelection last March. 

Both were victorious this 
time and, along with incum¬ 
bent Ken HiU, will fill the 
three two-year council seats 
that were sought by five can¬ 
didates. 

The repeat of the 28-vote 
margin wasn’t the only oddity 
served up by Esquimau's 
1,711 voters—36 per cent of 
those eligible.

• Art Mebs, a council 
veteran who had been 
successful in four previous 
elections, finished a poor 
fourth in ^Is one. 

McCreadie, who topped 
the aldermanic polls with 
1,071 votes, was trounced by 
nearly 500 votes in losing the 
regional board election to 
Mayor Art young. 

This was the third try for a 
council seat in the last two 
years for Lundgren, a 30-year- 
old machinist titter.

To Will Richest Golf Event

PINKHURJST, N.C. (AP) - 
Veteran Miller Barber turned 
back the bid of rookie Ben 
Crenshaw with careful, con¬ 
servative golf and won the

The 42-year-oKl ^arber 
moved past faltering Tom 
Watson, who had led through 
the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds, with a two-under-par

Barber finished Uiis two- 
week, 144-hole tournament 
with a total of 570, twoK)ver- 
par on the 7007-yard. No. 2 
course at the Pinehurst 
Country Club. 

It was the first w'inning 
score over par since Gary 
Pla>^er took the 1972 PGA Na¬ 
tional championship. 

Crenshaw. a 2l-year-old 
blond who won the Texas 
Open two weeks ago, threat¬ 
ened the leader until he bo¬ 
geyed the 504-yard, par-five 
16th hole in the cool, breezy 
weather. He finis'hed with a 71 
and was second at 573, three 
strokes back. 

It was small consolation for 
the intense young man, but ho 
collected $44,175 from the 
t;»tal purse of $.500,000. the 
biggest ever in professional 


golf, and now has $76,749 In 
only five starts as a pro. 

Leonard Thompson, an obs¬

Caught on Fly 

Marie Sidaway’s 
Cowichan Coho 
Fish-of-the-Year 


The biggest coho to come from Cowichan Bay 
since Paddy Hallberg set the world record in 1947 
with a 31-pounder has won the King Fisherman 
Contest Fish of the Year trophy. 

Marie Sidaway, 221 Nicola, landed her 25.12- 
pounder Oct. 26 on a bucktail fly, two ounces of 
weight, 100 feet line, about 8:30 in the morning. 

It stripped out 500 feet of line and her hus¬ 
band, Sid, had to turn the boat and chase the 
trophy coho befoi*e she could bring it to net. 

The fish will be mounted and displayed in the 
Bluenose Marina, now known as the H and M 
Spoilsmen Centre, where she weighed the fish. 

Ml'S. Sidaway also wins the King Fisherman 
Coho Trophy, and diamond buttons from the RCN 
Anglers’ Association and the Cowichan Bay Sal¬ 
mon Club, plus a gold King Fi^erman Prince But¬ 
ton. 

Judges Bob McMynn and Ed Vernon had a dif¬ 
ficult time selecting this year’s winner from a 
number of quality catches, with Donald Erickson’s 
23-pound (cleaned weight) steelhead from San 
Juan running a close second. 


Seventh Biggest Contest for Entries Is Marked Up 


The 19th annual King Fish¬ 
erman Contest ended up as 
the seventh biggest contest In 
number of entries in spite of 
complaints of a disastrous 
sports fishing year. 

But, it was only because it 
was a pink salmon year in 
Juan de Fuca Strait with a 
mediocre run to swell entries; 
there was consistently good 
lishdng in the Becher Bay- 
Beechey Head watera, and 
pockets *** of Chinooks, then 
egho, seemed to hang out all 
season a mile or two out from 
Bates Beach. 

Otherwise the fishing sea¬ 
son really was bad for sports¬ 
men. 


Last year was also a bail 
sports fishing year — worse 
than this year — with 21,069 
entries in 1972, down 844 from 
1973’s toUl 21,913 entries. 

But, the 1973 catch was 
down 7,880 entries from 19718 
29,793 entries, and that is a 
comparable odd-numbered 
Juan de Fuca pink salmon 
year. 

Compared with 1971 King 
Fisherman entries were down 
in all categories — Chinooks 
with 12,751 entries this year 
were down by 2,069; coho, 
with 7,468 entries, were down 
by 4,214 over 1971; tyee, with 


399 wtire down by 401; trout 
from lakes, with W8 entries 
were down by 583; bass, with 
431 were down by 415; river 
trout, with 216 entries were 
down by 198.

Cheque Ctifehed

ROME (Reuter) — Peace 
has returned to Rome’* 
famous Trevi Fountain. 

It is filling up with tourists’ 
coins and the teen-age gang 
violence that centred on it has 
stopped but only after the 
stationing of at least two poli¬ 
cemen by It day and night. 

'Phousands of tourists follow 
the romantic tradition of 
throwing coins into the 18th- 
century fountain because of a 
legend that this will ensure 
the visitor's return to Rome. 

Until recently, two gangs, 
totaUing about 20 youths, 
jealously guarded the right to 
coyect this money, estimated 
to amount to between 100,000 
and 150,000 lire - $175 to $275 
a day. 

There was a series of vio¬ 
lent Incidents and attacks on 
outsiders who tried to take a 
cut of the coins. These attacks 
climaxed In September with 
the ravage beating of a pas¬ 
serby who invited one of the 
youths to cover himself as he 
fished for money dressed only 
in scanty uiiderpanU. 

A 17-year-old youth was 
arrested after the incident, in 
which the passeihy was 
knocked into the fountain and 
punched in the head until the 
water M'as stained with blood. 

The incident brough a pub¬ 
lic uproar. Local shopkeepers 
said there were attacks on 
passersby or fights between 
the gangs several times a 
week. 

They cited the example of 
an American honeymoon cou¬ 
ple said to have been attacked 
by 13 youths after they re¬ 
monstrated with one of them 
who bad banged into the wife 
In his scramble for the money 
she had just thrown. 

But in dealing with the 
gangs, the ])Ollce had to take 
into account a magistrate’s 
decision that money thrown 
into the fountain was “res 
nullius’’ — nobody’s pix>perty. 
even when police arrested 
youths they had to let them 
keep the money they had col¬ 
lected. 

Following the September 
beating, a permanent police 
patrol was established at the 
fountain. Although the youths 
could not be arrested for ool-

1974-78 by describing the 
plight of those living in “abso¬ 
lute poverty”—the 800 million 
who, he said, live on 30 cents 
a day or less. Many ot these 
people live in the "bottom 
25”—the 25 poorest nations in 
terms of per capita iricoroe. 

After the Worid Bank meet¬ 
ing, this correspondent made 
a loOO-mile tour through four 
6f the 25 nations—Buriindi, 
Rwanda, the Sudan and Ethio¬ 
pia. The tour showed both the 
scope of aid already going to 
these nations and the limited 
change this aid can bring. 

In the Sudan, a killer 
drought, inflation and the col¬ 
lapse of the nation’s railway 
net have combined to under¬ 
mine an already precarious 
economy where the average 
person earns $120 per year. 

In Ethiopia, the average an¬ 
nual wage is $80—nowhere 
near enough to support the 
thousands of persons who 
have jammed into Addis 
Ababa in recent years, creat¬ 
ing mile after mile of muddy, 
reeking shanty towns. Ex¬ 
perts cite one appalling statis¬ 
tic—that of Addis Ababa’s 
700,000 residents, 100,000 are 
prostitutes. 

But it is in Burundi and 
neighboring Rwanda that rock 
-bottom is reached. World 
Bank figures show the annual 
income at $60 per person—the 
lowest of the low. Aid officials 
on the scene say it is closer to 
40. Actually most of the 7 mil¬ 
lion perscHis in the two former 
Belgian colonies survive by 
subsistence farming and sel¬ 
dom see any money at all. 

“In a situation like this and 
with the population growing 
toy 3 per cent per year, our 
aid can do little more than 
keep things level,” said a 
western aid official in Kigali, 
the hilly capital of Rwanda. 
“Without it, they’d be sliding 
dowmbill.” 

The World Bank itself keeps 
a relatively low profile in 
Burundi and Rwanda. It spent 
barely $400,000 in Burundi last 
year—for financial advice and 
for help with the coffee crop, 
which provides 80 per cent of 
Surtindi’s exports. 

A bigger World Bank pro¬ 
ject—to pave the rutted, bone¬ 
jarring road south from Bu¬ 
jumbura along Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika to Ae Tanzanian 
border—has been cut back 
from $16 million to $1.5 mil¬ 
lion, and even that money has 
not been disbursed. The ap¬ 
parent reason is the savage 
tribal warfare and massacres 
in southern Burundi last year. 

“The World Bank has a 
more global view,” Anders R. 
Roejkjaer, acting director of 
the UN development program 
here, said disappiDvingly. “It 
is interested only dn countries 
of long term major economic

skill. The traffic-choked road 
is now conatently under repair. 

As a result this highway 
and the main Adriatic coast 
road have become the two 
most dangerous in Yugoslavia 


according to government ac¬ 
cident figures, and police 
have adopted some original 
methods of trying to reduce 
the number of collisions. 

Any Greek or Turk about to 
drive through Yugoslavia is 
likely to receive a leaflet in 
his own language warning 
him to drive carefully and 
setting out the number of ac¬ 


cidents suffered 1 ^ his coun¬ 
trymen on Yugoslav Roads. 

The figures show that of the 
130 foreigners who died on 
Yugoslav roads last year 40 
were Turks — most of them 
speeding home in newly 
bought, but often poorly ser¬ 
viced second-hand cars after 
a stint of work in Western 
E^jrope.

Low-Beer pointed out the 
provision after receiving a 
.copy of the pipeline act from 
a U.S. congressman. 

“It is a veiy significant pro¬ 
vision. It clearly indicates the 
U.S. authorities have not cotari- 
mitted themselves irrevocably 
to letting the Alaska oil 
tankers use the (3ierry Point 
terminus," he said. 

Low-Beer said it also was 
significant that the pipeline 
act makes no references to 
any southern terminals for 
Alaska oil.

Premier Bari*ett has said 
the rates wiU be an average 
22 per cent lower than they 
would be if private comp*ni^s 
continued to run the insur¬ 
ance. He has also committed 
the government to rates no 
higher than 1972 rates for all 
B.C. drivers. 

Strachan al^o t{X)k stmng 
exception to cK^iclsms that 
the insurance plan was cost¬ 
ing excessive amounts to set 


up and was putting many peo¬ 
ple out of work who now work 
for private insurifnce cpmpa- 
nies. 

The fact that J20.5 million 
had already been loaned to 
the Insurance Corporation 
was at all times public knowl¬ 
edge and had nqver been hid¬ 
den by the government, he 
said. He took a swipe at Lib¬ 
eral leader David Anderson 
who first brought the matter 
to light earlier this week. 


“He may have just dlscav- 
ered this," said Strachan, 
“but that's a reflectloa on his 
failure as a member of the 
opposition “because the gov¬ 
ernment had made public 
every cabinet older loaning 
government money to the 
ICBC. 

The $16 million alrefidy 
spent was “in no way exces¬ 
sive,” he said^ considering the 
size of the operation being es¬ 
tablished. “It’s a massive or¬ 


ganizational, construction and 
operational effort,” he said. 

Money had been needed for 
land acquisition for claims 
centres, for letting of con¬ 
tracts to build the centres, to 
pay employees working to get 
the scheme underway, to 
train woricers, he said. 

At the same time the cor-, 
poration had no income \ye- 
jcause it wasn’t yet in opera¬ 
tion. This will be changed as 
of March 1, he said, and he 
hoited that all the loans had to 


be repaid to the government 
at prime interest rates by 
March 31, 1975. 

Strachan disagreed sharply 
with claims by the B.C. Advi¬ 
sory^'Committee of the Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada that 
800 or more persons would be 
put out of work when the gov¬ 
ernment takes over car insur¬ 
ance. 

A. E. Warrick said Satur¬ 
day that about 1,400 of 2,000 
insurance employees now 
working in the L^er Main¬ 


land would have left their pri¬ 
vate companies by March, but 
only 600 of them would be 
picked up by the government 
agency. 

“We’re crying for em¬ 
ployees” for the corporation, 
said Strachan. “We are hav¬ 
ing great difficulty getting 
enough to fill all the spots we 
have." He was sure, he said, 
that all those trained, compe¬ 
tent employees from private 


companies w-hd wanted 
with the government could get 
them. 

Strachan added that he put 
little credence in what War¬ 
rick said because he was 
chief spoki^man for a group 
(the Inaurance Bureau) that 
“had promised us complete 
cooperation and since has 
done everything they can to 
make it Just as difficult for us 
to get going as possible.’’

“I think they ghould either 
use my system or abandon it, 
but they should leave it 
akme,” said Hunter who had 
his ballot system copyrighted 
shortly after Victoria began 
using it in 1926. 

Briefly his sytem is this: In¬ 
stead of giving 'voters a 
number of ballot sheets (for 
election of mayor, aldermen, 
school trustees, regional 
board directors,^ and money 
bylaws), voters are handed a 
ballot booklet, containing all 
the different sheets neces¬ 
sary. 

Each ballot sheet protrudes 
a little further out than the 
previous one and has a dif¬ 
ferent color. TTie voters In¬ 
dicate their choice of can¬ 
didates by putting amX into a 
box that appears before the 
candidates’ names. 

Hiat wfiy, all Xs are in a 
vertical row, rather than be¬ 
hind the candidates’ names, 
and can easily be tallied. 

Instead of having to deposit 
each ballot In a different bal¬ 
lot box—as was the case pre¬ 
viously—the entire booklet la 
put into (me ballot box. 

It Is estimated that the 
Hunter syatem shaved 40 per 
cent off the clerical time pre¬ 
viously spent (m electi<ms. 

Hunter said there has been 
no better system devised and 
he didn’t like Pollen criticiz¬ 
ing his system without offer¬ 
ing a better one. 

“I don’t w-ant to get any¬ 
thing out of it. As a matter of 
fact, I never did. Originally, I 
asked that I be paid $1 each 
time the system was used, but 
after two or three times I 
didn’t get anything anymore,” 
Hunter said. 

Victoria, he said, was the 
only municipality in the capi¬ 
tal region using his system. 

“I’m flabbergasted; the 
other municipalities still fid¬ 
dle around with umpteen bal¬ 
lots and they all must be put 
into different boxes,” he said. 
He said several municipal- 
I ities in B.C. and other prov¬ 
inces “have stolen my sys¬ 
tem.” They changed it just 
very slightly, but the basic 
idea was identical to his. 

Hunter was VicUiria’s cUy 
clerk from 1926 to 1965. Every 
year, city council passes a 
motion asking Hunter for per¬ 
mission to use his ballot sys- 
t e m . Afterward, another 
passes, thanking him for per¬ 
mission to use the system.

Sidney Rejects 
Sports Centre

The greatest loss in Sid¬ 
ney’s civic elections Saturday 
was for area youngsters when 
the $967,000 referendum to 
build a municipal sports 
centre fell at the polls, said 
Mayor Stan Dear after he was 
re-elected for his third term. 

“I was sorry to see it go 
down seeing as we had such 
heavy turnout at the polls,” 
Dear said. Nearly 60 per cent 
of the town’s 3,325 eligible 
voters cast ballots. There 
were 929 votes in favor of the 
referendum and 916 against. 

Returning officer Geoff 
Logan said it was noticeable 
that the early voters were 
mostly eMerly pe(^le but the 
younger set came on heavily 
after lunch. 

Dear observed if only a few 
more had turned out to make 
up a 60 per cent tumout, then 
only a simple majority would 
have been necessary to pass 
the recreation centre money 
bylaw, instead of the 60 per 
cent majority required. 

In North Saanich, 30-year- 
old Paul Grieve was elected 
mayor, and newcomers to the 
political scene, John Lapham, 
Wilfred Price, and Herta Har- 
manshenn all won aldermanic 
seats. 

Grieve said his main aim 
during the next two years will 
be to try and change toe em¬ 
phasis and direction of council 
from one of a business ap¬ 
proach to a conservation ap¬ 
proach. 

‘Td like to see more acqui¬ 
sition of parkland, no new 
opening of roads and an at¬ 
tempt to relieve the tax bur¬ 
den on the small farmer,” 
Grieve said. 

Price, who easily topped toe 


aldermsinic poll, said after he 
was elected that he was 
"amazed” by the number of 
votes he received. 

“It’s a whole new ball of 
wax now on council,^’ he said. 

Maybe this is just what we 
needed.” 

Nell Horth was defeated in 
her bid for a fifth term on 
council. She was, seeking a 
one-year term, but lost out to 
Herfi Hartmanshenn. 

(Central Saanich Aid. Jean 
Butler was swept back to 
council, tiH^ing toe polls as 
she did when she first nought 
an aldermanic seat two years 
ago. 

Longtime Alderman Percy 
Lazarz was defeated in his try 
for a fourth term on council 
by a newcomer to Central 
Saanich, notary public Earle 
Tabor who was elected on his 
first bid for an elected posi¬ 
tion in the area.

It’s his 
job to thfink about “the un¬ 
thinkable" and be prepared to 
act when it strikes. 

^‘if a major earthquake hits 
we could find ourselves with 
350,000 homeless and possibly 
20,000 dead," Joyce told UPI. 

Joyce, 54, a former senior 
planner with the state disas¬ 
ter office, for years now has 
been working to develop a 
plan to avoid what any disas¬ 
ter worker fears most: 
“Chaos and panic." 

San Francisco’s “earth¬ 
quake command post’’ would 
be located at the Youth Guid¬ 
ance Centre on Twin Peaks. 
Major department heads— 
from fire, police, medical red 
cross, public works and social 
welfare—would go there im¬ 
mediately after a quake. 'The 
centre ai^ would be Ihe raddo 
commurdoations centre, a 
vital part of disaster relief 
operations. And San Francis¬ 
co has been divided into 10 
“staging areas" for post¬ 
quake relief, each with mas¬ 
sive care facilities where the 
Red Cross would be in charge 
of food, clothing and hqj^ing.

I I^ext phase, under the over-all supervision of 
alsistant museum director Yorke Edwards, moves 
back fm^er in time but on this west coast, telling 
the story of the Coast Indians. 

Hidden away in the heights of the tall cura¬ 
torial building, and within the museum building it¬ 
self, young craftsmen are hard at work on prepara¬ 
tions for the Indian display. 

This work falls within three divisions: archae¬ 
ological, under curator Don Abbott; ethnological, 
under curator Peter Macnair, and display, under 
the supervision of John Andre. 

A great deal .of the work has already bwn 
done, among the Irniians and at digs carefully sift¬ 
ed out at andent village sites up and down the 
coast Even this work will be on display, with cross- 
sections of an actual dig carefully preserved for fu¬ 
ture mounting. 

Today, young students in all fields are-busy 
sorting artifacts for display or reproduction; study¬ 
ing and sketching from pictures to permit, first, 
scale-model and later full-sized Indian villagers and 
structures; carving and painting minute fascimiles 
of costumes, totems and human figures to be used 
as guides for portions of the display. ^ 

This preliminary work is almost complete, and 
museum director Dr. Bristol Foster says a contract 
for major construction within the^iisplaii^ould be 
let within the month. ^ 

When that is done, the artifacts will be put in 
their places by the experts, and under careful guid¬ 
ance the pre-white centuries belonging to the In¬ 
dians on Canada’s West Coast will be brought to 
life as faitlifuUy as years of research permit 

The Provincial Museum takes another step to¬ 
ward leadership in its field.

It 
doesn’t have an advertising 
jingle, it doesn’t have « neon 
sign, but even on these raw 
New England fall days there’s 
a line outside the door. 

It’s Louis’ Lunch. And it’s 
an official New Haven Histori¬ 
cal Society landmark, cited 
for serving the first ham¬ 
burger sandwiches in the new 
^T>rld. It may not be here 
longer. 

The letter announcing the 
society’s plan to name Louis’ 
a landmaric hack in 1967 took 
note of other claims to the 
first U.S. hamburger, but 
saidr ”We think your fam^y 
has a better right to be known 
as the originator of this ciis- 
t<Mn, especially as your family 
invention predates the St. 
Louis (1904 exposition) claim 
by at least four years. 

"Since we cannot place our 
landmarks plaque upon a 
hambui^er," the letter con¬ 
tinued, ’Ve riiall be happy 
shortly to efhx one to your lit¬ 
tle building.’’ The hiatoricah 
aociety did so in September. 
1967, when Louis was facing 
another threat to its exis¬ 
tence. 

New Haven got a national 
reputation as a model for fe- 
'deraUy-aided urban redevel¬ 
opment during the ISSO’s and 
1960’s under Mayor Hkhard 
Lee. Federal dollars poured 
into New Haven, and the 
city’s business centre is now a 
sparkling ^nvbination of new 
buildings, renovations, and 
construction sdll under way. 

And Lbuis* little red brick 
builihng is in the path of a re¬ 
development project. The 
New Haven redevelopment 
agency bought the land sever¬ 
al years ago and has now un¬ 
veiled a $12 million medical 
tentra project, proposed and 
financed by fiO doctors, pre¬ 
saging the end of Louis’.

Mot'e than $20 million of 
public funds has already been 
loaned to tlie govemmeftt- 
owned Insurance Ooiporation 
of BX^: to get it started in 
business. 

Latest loan was one for $5 
milkon, passed by the cabinet 
lasit week. 

Two other loans for $5 mil- 
lion have been passed, and 
one ifor $5.5 million, one in 
April when the cQrporation 
was first set up, one in June 
and one in August. 

Liberal leader David Ander¬ 
son, who first brought tp light 
the total sums given the com- 
imny, claimed the (^ouht 
, loaned showed that the gov¬ 
ernment’s insurance scheme 
is "a financial and adminis¬ 
trative shambles.’’ 

He said that all of the throe 
previous loans have been 
spent and $500,000 of last 
week’s, bringing start-up 
costs for the plan to date to 
$16 million. 

The loans have boon made 


to the company from general 
government revenue. They 
are at prime interest rates, 
and most are to be repaid 
within two years. 

An insurance company 
spokesman said the money 
was needed for salaries, capi¬ 


tal costs, furniture and other 
expenses, but no details of the 
expenditures have been re¬ 
leased either by the company 
or by the minister in charge, 
Robert Strachan. 

The corporation, set up by 
legislation passed at the 


spring session of the Legisla¬ 
ture, began selling general in¬ 
surance oru e competitive 
basis with private firms in 
October. 

Next March it will begin 
selling car insurance on m 
compulsory monopoly basis.

Opening lead: Seven of 
hearts. 

West led his fourth-best 
heart, and declarer had to 
consider his alternatives be¬ 
fore he played the first card 
from dummy. 

Those declarers whose 
minds flashed “Holdup 
Play’’ played dummy’s 
jack, and the hand went up 


In smoke. East won and 
knocked ^t dummy’s ace to 
establish West’s suit. Since 
West had the spade ace, the 
contract was down one. 

The declarers who went 
down got the wrong signal. 
Instead of “Holdup Play” 
the flash should have been 
“Blocking Play.’’ 

Assuming West had led 
from his longest suit, the 
lead was clearly a fourth- 
best lead. Had West held the 
K-Q-10 of hearts, he would 
have undoubtedly led the 
king. Since he didn’t. P^ast 
had a heart honor. (If West 
had led from K-Q-8-7 there 
was no danger.) 

Now the problem was in 
focus. The winning de¬ 
clarers played dummy’s ace 
to the first trick and the 
defence was paralyzed. If 
East played the heart five, 
East’s king would block the 
running of the hearts. And if 
East unblocked by playing 
his heart king tinder the 
ace, declarer would have 
another sure stopper in the 
suit. 

There’s an old bridge say¬ 
ing that many a contract Is 
made or broken by the 
choice of opening leads. One 
might add that just as many 
contracts depend upon de¬ 
clarer’s thoughtful play to 
die first trick.

Cupressua fletcheri re¬ 
sponds well to pninfhg in late 
April, when strong new 
growth- is commending for the 
season. 

As soon as your little tree 
grows to about tha size you 
wiant, pruning and shapiAg 
should be done every year 
to maintain a pleasing size 
and shape. 

With annual pruning, only 
new. young growth is re¬ 
moved, and it never becomes 
necessary to cut back dras¬ 
tically into old wood, which is 
a no-no with ail evergreens. 

Annual pruning of the top 
will cause this cypress to 
grow wider, while the tipping 
of the side growths will make 
tor a taller, slimmer bush.

GRAFTED CHERRY TREE 
(Y.D., Fulford Harbor) 

It is possible to buy an 
apple tree so grafted that 
each branch bears a different 
variety, but I don*t think I 
have ever seen such a multi¬ 
variety cherty tree offered for 
sale. 

It is possible there is some 
technical reason why a cherry 
tree can’t be so graifited or 
budded. It seems to me. 
though, that such a multi- 
variety cherry tree would 


solve some difficult pollina¬ 
tion problems. 

You see. our three most 
popular cherry varieties — 
Bing, Lambert' and Royal 
Anne — are not only self- 
sterile; that is, a single tree is 
incapable of setting any fruit 
without a mate for cross¬ 
pollination of the blossoms. 
These three are also inter- 
sterile, which means they are 
no good as mates for one an¬ 
other. 

It is customary, therefore, 
to plant a Van cherry along 
with any of the Big Three, as 
Van is sort of universal donor, 
capable of pollinating and 
being pollinated -by any of the 
sweet cherries. 

Trouble is, many town gar¬ 
dens don’t have room for 
more, than one cherry tree. A 
multi-grafted tree would be a 
godsend in such situations.

FOLIAGE HOUSE PLANTS 
(W.S., Duncan) 

Your request for complete 
infarmatioQ on begonias, pM- 
lodendrons and houseplant ivy 


is a bit too general to answer 
in this colunin; there are at 
least 300 different kinds of be¬ 
gonias alone, and over 200 
yaneties ot philodendrons. 

If you have, any specific 
questions on these plants. I 
will be glad to help you to the 
best of my ability, but I have 
no printed literature on their 
general care. 

When writing, always en¬ 
close a stamped and self- 
addressed envelope, as I can 
answer only a very small pro¬ 
portion of my mail in this col¬ 
umn. 

In the meantime, you 
should be able to find a 
wealth of informaticm on 
various houseplants in your 
public' library. I can recom¬ 
mend particularly The World 
Book of House Plants by 
Llvin McDonald.

GLOBE ARTICHOKE (E.J., 
Victoria) 

Yes, artichokes can be 
grown here, although they are 
a^ttle on the tender side and 
may need to have straw 
strewn over the crowns as

frost protection during severe 
winters. 

When grovm as a vegetable, 
seeds may be sown under 
glass in early March and set 
out in late April in a sunny, 
wind-protected site and in 
well-manured soH. 

The plants should not be al¬ 
lowed to flower the first year, 
any flower buds being re¬ 
moved as soon as they are ob¬ 
served. They may be cropped 
in their second year and 
thereafter. The part eaten is 
the flower bud, and it should 
he cut Detore ft has exp,andea. 

The usual way of cooking is 
to boil the buds in salted 
water until tender! then serve 
with melted butter or bollan- 
dais sauce. The bud scales 
are pulled off, dipped in the 
sauce and eaten with the 
fingers. Some cooks remove 
the tough centre core or 
"choke” and stuff the bud 
with a forcemeat made of 
chicken livers, ham and 
onions. 

I might say I saw a globe 
artichoke plant growing as an 
ornamental plant in a peren¬ 
nial border when visiting a 
friend’s garden. It was a 
handsome specimen, rather 
like a giant Scotch thistle, 
with silvery grey (leaves and 
deep purple riowers.

WASHING'TON — The people who work in the White 
House are convinced that there.as a concerted conspiracy by 
the media to get Richard Nixon. Until now it has just been 
conjecture that this conspiracy was well organized and fin¬ 
anced by the press and TV networks. But it was hard to 
prove. 

The big break for the White House came last week when 
Eberhardt Shroeder, a reporter with the Daily Gemstone was 
arrested for not reveeding his sources in a piece he did on the 
improvements on King Tkmahoe’s doghouse in San CSemente. 
Rather than go to jail Ebeitiardt agreed to turn states’ evi¬ 
dence and reveal the truth about the media organization 
which has pledged itself to get the president.

This is a partial text of Eberhardt’s confession: 

D.A.: Who is Mr. Big in the organization? 

Eberhardt: Walter Cronkite. Every newspaperman and 
TV reporter and commentator reports to him. 

D.A.; How does the conspiracy operate? 

Eberhardt: There are Cells all ovw the country. There is 
the White House Press Corps Cell, the Camp David Cell, the 
Key Biscayne CeU and the San Clemente Cell. Cronkite’s 
orders are dispatched to us every morning by Telex. He 
might assign J 9 e Alsop to call for Nixon’s resignation, or he 
might order Tom Wicker to do a favourable piece on Archi¬ 
bald Cox, or he could order Bill Buckley to write a column on 
the president’s lack of credibility. 

D.A.: Cronkite does this all alone? 

Eberhardt: No, he has a staff. John Chancellor and How¬ 
ard K. Smith are in charge of plotting against Nixon for tele¬ 
vision. Hugh Sidey of Time magazine handles all periodicals. 
Evans and Novak of the Washington Post pass on assign¬ 
ments to the columnists. And there is a special Cell of editori¬ 
al writers from the Washington Post, New York Times and 
Detroit Daily News who make sure the anti-Nixon lihe is 
adhered to in editorials. 


D.A.: Who puts up the money for the conspiracy? 

Eberhardt: Waiter Cronkite pays for most of it out of his 
own pocket. Our newspapers and television stations might 
chip in if we have to fly to Key Biscayne and get the goods on 
Bebe Rebozo, or to Los Angeles to find out what gives at San 
Clemente. We also get financing frxxn the Ford Foundation, 
the Brookings Institute and Masters and Johnson. 

D.A.; How did you use Watergate to embarrass Nixon? 

Eberhardt: We made the whole thing up. There is no 
James McCord, Jeb Magruder, John Mitchell, Maurice Stans 
or G. Gordon Liddy. We concocted the whole thing. 

D.A.: Including the resignation of Spiro Agnew? 

Eberhardt: Yup. We take full credit for that one. 

D.A.: Why Agnew? He had nothing to do with Watergate. 

Eberhardt: I guess we just got carried away. 

DA.: What about the president’s tapes. 

Eberhardt: We made that up, too. It really threw the 
White House tor a loop. We didn't know they had any tapes at 
the time. But »t turned out they did. When they revealed that 
some tapes were missing, they played right into our hands. It 
was quite a coup for us. Cronkite sent out a "well done” tele¬ 
gram to everyone. ^

D.A.: It’s obvious you people are well organized. 

Eberhardt: We have to be if we’re going to be members 
of the press -- any breakdown in discipline and tlie White 
House could get the upper hand. 

D.A.: Suppose a newspaperman or TV commentator 
won’t play ball? 

Eberhardt: Oonkite puts out a contract on him. We bring 
In reporters from the Chicago newspapers and take the guy 
tor a ride along the Potomac River. It’s all very neat and 
clean. 

D.A.: Well thank you very much. This documents what 
the White House has been saying all along. 

Eberhardt: Hey. what about me? Now that I’ve blown the 
whistle on the conspiracy my life isn’t worth yesterday’s Wall 
Street Journal. 

D.A.: Don’t worry. We’ll give you 24-hour protection and 
find a job for you. 

Eberhardt: Doirfg what? ^ 

D.A.: How would you like to^e a Nixon speech writer?

Results trickled in slowly 
from referendum votes in the 
Greater Victoria area late 
Saturday night, leaving voters 
in doubt over various mcmey 
bylaws. 

By 11:30 p.m.—-three and a 
half hours after the polls 
closed—the results of only one 
bylaw was certain, and that 
one didn’t involve spending 
any money. 

In Oak Bay, about 90 per 
cent of the voters supported a 
bylaw to dedicate about 30 
acres of land as permanent 
parkland.

Biggest referendum was for 
$1,365 million in Saanich, for 
a variety of drainage, roads 
and recreation projects, and 
no results on it were available 
by press time.

When the dust had setUed 
on the election results, three 
of five municipalities holding 
mayoralty races had new 
mayors. And even in the two 
municipalities where incum¬ 
bents won re-election, their 
challengers ran more strongly 
than anticipated. 

Fewer surprises occurred in 
aldermanic races but three 
veteran aldermen were de¬ 
feated in bids for re-election, 
and half a dozen new faces 
joined municipal councils tp 
fill vacancies caused by retire¬ 
ments. 

The new mayors are Ed 
Lum in Saanich, Brian Smith 
in Oak Bay and Paul Grieve 
in North Saanich. Smith was 
the only canjlidate who de¬ 
feated an incumbent mayor;

mayor of the past four years, 
Mrs. Frances Elford. 

Lum, a former alderman 
who resigned last year to 
have a look at the municipal¬ 
ity “from the outside,” won a 
solid victory over two incum¬ 
bent aldermen. Edith Gunning 
and Frank Waring. 

Hugh Curtis. Saanich mayor 
for the past nine years, decid¬ 
ed not to contest the election 
this year to devote his full 
time to provincial politics as 
a Conservative MLA. 

Grieve, alderman for the 
past two years in North Saan¬ 
ich, succeeds Trevor Davis 
who also decided not to run 
again. Grieve, a 30-year-old 
contractor, defeated former 
Aid. Doug Boon and outsider 
Owen Philp for the mayor’s 
job. 

The two mayors who re¬ 
tained their seats were Peter 
Pollen in Victoria and Stanley 
Dear in Sidney. Pollen easily 
turned back the challenge 
from virtually unknown Wil¬ 
liam Rollick, but Rollick man¬ 
aged to comer roughly 35 per 
cent of the vote, a far 
stronger showing than had 
been anticipated for him. 

In Sidney, Dear beat Aid. 
Fred Robinson by only 180 
votes, with Robinson taking 
about 45 per cent of the vote. 

There were no mayoralty 
races In Esquimalt or Central 
Saanich. In Esquimalt Art 
Young was re-elected by ac¬ 
clamation to his diird term as 
mayor, and Ontral Saanich 
Mayor Archibald Galbraith is 
in the middle of a two-year 
term. 

The three veteran aldermen 
defeated were Art Mebs in 
Esquinudt. Nell Horth in

Nixon told 
about 400 editors Saturday 
night that he is Innocent of 
Watergate involvement and at 
the same time disclosed new 
details about his wealth while 
vowing to strive to restore 
confidence In his leadership. 

At another stage in hour- 
long questioning, Nixon also 
stated he does not want gaso¬ 
line rationing now or in the 
near future.

BELFAST (UPI) — At least 
six persons were injured Sat¬ 
urday in a series of new bomb 
attacks against bars owned 
and frequented by Roman 
Catholics. Police blamed the 
attacks on Protestant extrem¬ 
ists seeking to prevent any 
mellowring between Northern 
Ireland’s two feuding reli¬ 
gious communities. 

Two youths shot and wound¬ 
ed a 35-year-old Protestant 
Saturday night in the Protes¬ 
tant Woodvale Parade section 
of Belfast, police said. 

More than 30 Catholic- 
owned bars have been 


bombed in the past 13 days 
and officers said Protestant 
extremists^ appear to be sys¬ 
tematically destroying such 
pubs around Belfast. 

In the latest blast Saturday, 
a bomb was tossed from a 
passing car without warning 
into the Glenn Inn on a street, 
full of Saturday shoppers in 
the Belfast suburb of Glen- 
gormley, injuring several per¬ 
sons with shattered glass.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
heard that a potassium short¬ 
age can cause muscle 
spasms. If this is so could you 
tell me how to correct it? —

That is far from being the 
only cause of muscle spasms. 
If your doctor determines by 
definite tests that you lack 
sufficient potassium, he can 
correct it either by dietary 
changes or by giving you po¬ 
tassium in wafers which cam 
be dissolved in water or po¬ 
tassium solutions. But don’t 
expect potassium to correct 
muscle spasms unless you 
know with certainty that that 
is toe cause.

Topsy-Turvey Night in Island Municipalities 


It was a night to re¬ 
member in Vancouver Is¬ 
land elections Saturday. 

With 10 mayors to be decid¬ 
ed, a number referendums 
and scores of regional board 
teats as well, many munici¬ 
palities were still struggling 
with ballots at midnight. 

However, even where the 
voting was completed, many 
upsets were registered. 

In mayoralty races, one of 
the biggest upsets came in 
Lake Oowiohan where Mayor 
Boyd All went down to defeat 
against (Bert Brown, by a fair¬ 
ly wide margin. 

This race proved a big at¬ 
traction as some 72 per cent 
of the eligible voters turned 
out. 

Another upset occurred in 
Qualicum Beach, where in- 
e u m b e n t mayor Charles 
Darkis couldn’t turn back the 
challenge of Aid. Bruce 
Brown, the latter winning a 
close decision. 

In yet another mayoralty 
upset. Port Alice Mayor John 
Van der Elst was defeated by 
Alexander MacLeod. 

But even where the mayors 
won, it wasn’t easy sailing. 

In Duncan, for example. 
AH. Ken Paskin squared off 
against Aid. Bob Willis, with 
the final tally showing Paskin 
with 444 votes, Willis with 436. 

A recount appeared almost 
certain in that race. 

The Duncan mayoralty race 
was thrown wide open when 
incumbent Mayor Jim Quaife 
decided to call it qidts effec¬ 
tive the end of this year due 
to business pressures. 

In another mayoralty side¬ 
light of a different nature, 
Campbell River Mayor Ken 
Forde, running for a direc¬ 
tor’s seat on Comox-Strath- 
cona Regional Board against 
Cami*ell River Aid. Kenneth 
McDonald, finished a bad se¬ 
cond to the alderman. 

'This could prove interesting 
next year when Forde comes 
up for re-election. 

Campbell River produced 
another first -- its plebiscite 
to have municipal elections 
held every two years passed 
fairly handily — polling 63 per 
cent when it only needed 
above 50 per-cent. 

However, due to the up-to* 
now-staggered nature of the 
elections, the new system 
won’t come into effect until 
1976, when for the first time 
in its history, Campbell River 
will be electing its mayor and 
the six adermen in one shot, 
city hall sources pointed out. 

In another interestinng side¬ 
light, Tahsis, which did not 
have elections last year 
through special permission of 
the municipal affairs depart¬ 
ment, went to the polls to 
elect not only its mayor, but 
four aldermen as well. 

Voter turnout was a fantas¬ 
tic 86.5 per cent — one of the 
hipest In B.C. — And the 


mayoralty race was really 
dose. William Lore topped his 
opponent Kenneth Sturdy, 
88^, making another official 
recount possible. 

'There were many eyes 
centred <hi North Oowichan, 
with some expecting Mayor 
Gerry Smith to be given a 
real big challenge by his long¬ 
time opponent and foe, 
George Whittaker. 

However, Smith--currently 
involved in a dispute over the 
proposed Maple Itoy Road sub¬ 
division-won handily, 1,738 to 
Whittaker’s 1,139. 

One of the hottest stories— 
figuratively and literally— 
came fiwn Cumberland, even 
though there was only an 
aldermanic election Invdving 
three candidates and two 
seats. 

Aid. Jack Bennie topped the 
poll with 266 votes and Aid. 
George Nicholas had 248. 


Trouble was the challenger 
'Arnold Flocn also polled 248, 
making a first recount neces- 
•try. 

But just as this was taking 
place, the fire department’s 
tanker truck oubride the mu¬ 
nicipal hall caught on fire and 
the nail had to be evacuated. 

Later Saturday night, an¬ 
other recount was being made 
but at press time it still 
wasn’t known if the tie had 
been broken. 

In one of the several refer¬ 
endum!, School District 72 in 
Campbell River saw its |1.6 
million money bylaw for 
buildings and improvements 
go down by the barest of mar- 
gms — a mere ii» votes, 

Considering that the voter 
turnout was only 35 per cent, 
officials pointed out, it 
would’ve taken only a few 
more “yes” ballots to put the 
bylaw over the top.

Membei's of the Owichan 
band constructed a weir — 
used to slow fish down for 
spear fishermen — on the 
Cfowichan River last August to 
press demands f ir restriction- 
free fishing for Indians. 

T Ji e Gowichan demon¬ 
strators demanded that Davis 
meet with them to discuss the 
situation and although the 
minister at first vowed he 
would not have anything to do 
with the protesters, he later

Babysitter Delight

DUNCAN — For the past 
several weeks 30 young teen¬ 
agers have been training to 
become efficient babysitters. 

Thanks to a well-thought-out 
program which consists of 
eight weekly lessons, the 
youngsters will be able to 
handle a variety of emergen¬ 
cies while on the job. The 
driving power behind the con¬ 
tinuous program is Owichan 
Regional Safety (Council and, 
for the second successive 
time, the Duncan Kinettes, 
realizing the importance of 
the training, are sponsoring 
the course which is held 
Thursday evenings at Koksi- 
lah elementary school. 

Executive sechetary bf the 
regional safety council, Don 
MacRae, noted that his group 
organizes the babysitting 
courses during the winter 
months and bicycle safety 
during the summer. “The 
children are very keen on 
both courses,” he said. 

MacRae pointed out that 
several resource people here 
have been haH)y lecturing the 


eager young boys and girls 
and the list of professionals 
includes RCMP, volunteer 
firemen, safety direotors and 
the public health nuTse. 

Some of the topics covered : 
ediics and responsibilities, 
child care, emergent first aid, 
personal protection, home 
safety, fire protection and 
emergency procedures as well 
as child management and en- 
tertELinment. 

“What is the point of 
preaching safety unless one is 
aware of hsizards? Hazard 
awareness is one of the key 
notes of this course. While im¬ 
possible to enumerate all haz¬ 
ards and actions to deal with 
them, here are some facts of 
record. Approximately 2,000 
children in Canada die an- 
n'u a 11 y. from accidental 
causes,” he said. 

“In British Columbia, the 
child accidental death rate is 
over 200 each year and more 
than 500,000 children in Cana¬ 
da armually require profes¬ 
sional care for injuries,” Mac¬ 
Rae said. 

Turning his attention once 
more to this province he 


added r' that in B.C. about 
10,000 children under 15 spend 
an average of one week in 
hospital recovering from ac¬ 
cidental injuries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In 
another incredible day for the 
Kenvwdy tomily, Senator Ed- - 
ward Kennedy saw hii son 
through a tragic operation 
and «ave the bride away tn 
the first wedding of a late 
brother's children. 

Early Saturday morning, 
the United States senator 
from Massachusetts atood by ' 
as doctors, in hopes of check¬ 
ing bone cancer, amputated 
above die knee the* right leg 


of Edward Kennedy Jr., 12, 
nickhamed Teddy as is his fa¬ 
ther. 

Ihen the senator| went into 
a gusty, chilly morning to a 
Georgetown church to walk 
down the aisle with Kathleen, 
the eldest daughter of his late 
brother, Senator Robei4 Ken¬ 
edy. 

“I am sure the operation 
was success,” said the sena¬ 
tor as he left Georgetown Uni¬ 
versity Hospital. 


TTie Kennedy boy, a blond, 
blue-eyed seventh-grader at a 
private school, was in surgery 
for nearly an hour. 

A hospital spokesman said 
the child “tolerated the opera¬ 
tion very well. His condition 
is satisfactory.” 

The hospital said later in 
the day that the boy was rest¬ 
ing in his room and "his gen¬ 
eral condition continues to be 
satisfactory;” 


Doctors said he awoke after 
surgery and waft making “an 
uneventful recovery.” They 
said this meant there were no 
problems. 

Senator Kennedy relumed 
to the hospital in the after¬ 
noon. 

Joan Kennedy, as well as 
some friendft of the family, 
stayed with her son while the 
senator kept his commitment, 
long planned, to Kathleen. 


Before' the wedding, the 
bride's mother, Ethel, went 
alone to her late husband's 
grave in Arlington National 
Cemetery. She kqelt for a few 
minutos, then repeated this at 
the nearby grave of President 
John F. Kennedy. 

At Holy Trinity Roman 
Catholic Q>urch, the senatir 
smiled broadly as he walked 
with Kathleen on his arm. 

She is 22, a senior at Rad- 
cliffe college. The groom is 


David Lee Townsend, 25, who 
is working for his doctorate in 
American hlsluiy at Ilaivaid 
University. 

Although Jacqtieline Ken¬ 
nedy Onassis, widow of the 
late president, was absent, 
son John was an altar boy 
and daughter Caroline was 
one of eight bride’s maids. 

Doctors diagnosed the 
young Kennedy as having a 
tumor of cartilage tissues as¬ 
sociated with the bone, a 


cancer known as chondrosar¬ 
coma. 

The youngster went fn the 
hospital for tests eight days 
before the pperation when he 
told of discomfort in the lower 
leg. 

He was told of his condition 
and the need for surgery by 
his parents and a doctor on 
Friday. 

Doctors involved in the case 
were not available for com¬ 
ment. 


However, a surgeon not as¬ 
sociated with the case, but fa¬ 
miliar w4<h. Chondrosarcoma, 
said the outlook for 10-year 
survival Wbuld be aibourt one 
in three. 

Results are better, the sur¬ 
geon said, for patients whose 
cancer is locate below the 
knw, as is the case with the 
Kennedy youngster. 

The boy has a sister, Kara 
Anne, 13, and a brother, Pa¬ 
trick Joseph, 6. 
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The citizens were in a great state because of the high cost of living.

Corporal punishment is no longer 
permited in the public schools of 
British Columbia. 

Hon, Eileen Dailly was in office 
only a few weeks, as Minister of Ed¬ 
ucation, when she decreed that 
spanking and strapping and smack¬ 
ing on the ears in our schools would 
no 16nger be allowed. 

Some people insist, that as a re¬ 
sult of this, a lot of kids are saucier 
thasrever, firm in the security of 
knowing that teacher can no longer 
take a switch to fiiem. 

In 1913, Saturday Sunset had its 
say on this most cootroversi&l nl 
topics: 

“Corporal punishment in s<^iools 
is a subject which is very much 


before the public eye and ear these 
days. 

“It is something with painful 
memories for most people, and one 
which heatedly is being discussed 
among parents, but the average 
grown-up still believes that corporal 
punishment is a good thing. 

“DiscretkMi, however, should be 
used in the application of the rod, 
and it is in the lack of it among 
some school teachers, where the 
system of corporal punishment is 
weak. 

“There are children who can 
understand nothing quite so well as 
a ‘licking,’ but there are also chil¬ 
dren to whom a blow is a serious, 
nervous shock! 

“It is more or less a matter of 
temperament which, despite press 
agents, is not the exclusive posses¬ 
sion of theatrical stars. 

“The best school teachers must 
be more or less students of psychol¬ 
ogy, and must be able to distinguish 
between ‘bad’ boys and thoughtless 
boys. , 

“It must, of course, be admitted 
there are 'ted' boys. 

“True, they generally turn out to 
be the best of men, but when they 
are boys they need an occasional, 
and sometimes frequent applicati<His 
of the cane, or strap, whichever

happens to be the favorite weapon of 
the teacher. 

“To such boys, it is an honor to 
be ‘licked,’ and they display their 
bruised and battered hands with 
considerable pride. 

“But to the nenous, sensitive 
child corporal punishment does 
more harm tijan eitiier teacher or 
parent may iniagine. 

“It bruises the spirit more se¬ 
verely then it bruises the flesh. 

“Such a child grows timid and 
fearful, shrinking from e>q)ected 
blows even before they are threat¬ 
ened.” 

At this junction, Saturday Sun¬ 
set put in a plug for the teachers: 

“It is rather a pity that school 
teachers are not better paid in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

“If they are worth anything at 
an, fiiey are worth at least d<Mble 
what they receive. at the present 
time. 

“They hold almost supreme 
power over the children in their 
classes; it is to them that the rising 
generation looks for guidance and 
knowledge. 

“Yet they receive what is hardly 
better than a pittance.” 

WeD, teachers’ salaries are way 
up now, but there are still some ped¬ 


agogues who claim they are being 
paid not much more than a pittance. 

Saturday Sunset was always hit¬ 
ting out at the premier of the day. 
Sir Richard McBride, thusly; 

‘“The Provincial Government 
says it is proud of the fact that 
50,000 pupils are enrolled in the 
schools of British Columbia. 

“This is quite interesting, for it is 
rather difficult to imagine what dif¬ 
ference has been made by the 
McBride administraticsi. 
nlng Park Lodge. 

“The fact that there are 50,000 
children of schoolage in this prov¬ 
ince is hardly due to the govern¬ 
ment’s educaticHi department 

“It is because, one would be apt 
to say, that the parents of 50,000 
children happen to live in British 
Columbia. 

“Of course, if Sir Richard were 
to accept the credit for causing the 
fine weather of the past week, it 
wouM not cause any astonishment. 

“Sir Richard is never modest 
when it comes to taking full credit 
unto himself for everything good 
that happens in British Cc^umbia, 
when, quite often, he has nothing to 
do with it 

“There is now another Royal 
Commissi<m to enquire into agricul¬ 
ture. 

“These expensive royal cammis-

Sunset; 

“Sir Richard McBride is going to 
Londcxi <xi what he terms ‘a busi¬ 
ness trip.’ 

“The success of his missicsi to 
the Old Country a few years back, 
when, despite many stem protests 
from him, or so he says, a knight¬ 
hood was thrust iQX>n him, has in¬ 
spired our Provincial Prime Min¬ 
ister with further ambitions. 

“His friends wish him every suc¬ 
cess <Hi his forthcoming trip, and 
hope that he will come back txxne 
with a baronetcy, at the very least”

MRA TED NONPAREIL 


By T. W. PATERSON 

The occupation of coastal 
trader along the British Columbia 
coast could be a hazardous one, 
a century ago. If storm, reef and 
current failed to interrupt — 
often with finality — o water- 
borne merchant's career, dissatis¬ 
fied customers were almost sure 
to! 



The latter usually involved a touch of justice’, 
occurring when native customers took exception ^ 
to the deathly concoction of tangle-leg that many 
of the traders sold as whisky. 

Yet, for all of the hazards, there was no deny¬ 
ing the profits, particularly of those wiHing to 
risk yet another threat, in the form of customs 
officers and police, to deliver their liquid cargoes 
to thirsty customers. 


INDIANS 


Although there were hone.st traders, of 
course, they definitely were few and far between, 
the majority being no more than seagoing boot¬ 
leggers. Consequently, when 'word of trouble— 
short of murder—involving these traders reached, 
Victoria, authorities were known to react with 
something less than enthusiasm. 

One such case occurred in mid-November of 
1866, when the little schooner Nonpareil, William 
J. Stephens owner and master, cleared Kitimat 
Village, bound for Kitkat, 20 miles to the south. 
Tliree months after, the illustrious Chartres 
Brew, signing himself as “one of Her Majesty’s 
justices of the peace” for the colony of British 
Columbia, wTote the Colonial Secretary in Vic¬ 
toria: 

*T have the honor to transmit to you an infor¬ 
mation made before me this day by Mr. William 
J. Stephens. His object is to tr>' to get a man-of- 
war to proceed to the scene of outrage and com¬ 
pel the Indians to restore his propertj' or compen¬ 
sate him for his loss.” 

Sworn at New Westminster, Stephens' de¬ 
tailed account of the last voyage of the Nonpareil 
provides a fascinating glimpse into the hazards of 
early-day seafaring in these waters, to say the 
least. 

On Nov. 11, recounted the trader, he sailed 
from Kitimat for Kitkat. 20 miles distant. The^ 
Nonparedl proceeded without incident, until 4 
o’clock the next morning, when the schooner was 
struck by a squall, smd taken totally by sur¬ 
prise, she was thrown onto her beam ends. 

Fortunately, she gave no sign of foundering, 
and, for the next 10 hours, Stephens and his mate 
tried vainly to right her. \\’ben this failed, due to 
the fact diat her cargo had shifted, they patiently 
worked her towards shore. As “there was a 
hea\'y wind . . . we had to cease any attempt to 
improve her condition for that day, so we an¬ 
chored close to (a) bluff.” 

Securing the hulk, Stephens, his mate, Ste¬ 
phen Chase, and the Indian woman who sers'ed as 
cook, row^ ashore to wait out the storm. 
Throughout the night, the galet raged, and, with 
dawTi, the schooner began to drtg her anchor. As 
the threesome attempted to overhaul her in their 
tossing boat, the Nonpareil was driven across the 
bay, the pursuers being forced to keep inshore 
“in consequence of the roqghness of the 
weather.” 

Despite the towering w'aves, Stephens, Chase 
and the cook battled their way onw'ard, w'hen 400 
yards from the schooner, they observ^ two ca¬ 
noes containing 15 Indians bearing down on the 
wTCck. “We hailed them and they hesitated for a 
w'hile,” said Stephens, “but then went on and got 
on board the vessel before we did. When w'e 
reached the vessel the Indians had a hole cut in 
the deck and were taking out the cargo, and some 
of tlie Indians were cutting away the masts. 

“I cautioned the Indians not to take anything 


or I vM^uld bring a man-of-war to them. They said 
they would not take anything and what they had 
in the their canoes they took ashore ,and placed 
on the beach.” 

Upon his promis^ to pay them for helping 
him with the salvage, the natives agreed to assist 
in repairing the masts. By this time, it w'as get¬ 
ting dark, and further efforts to remove the Non¬ 
pareil's cargo were disetmtinued until morning. 
The Indians having assured him that they meant 
no further mischirf, Stephens fek confident that 
the goods taken ashore were safe. 

However, with morning, he found to his anger 
that the goc^, which he valued at $600, had 
been carried away during the night. FoUowing 
tlie Indians’ trail into the woods, he found his 
stolen, property and ordered the thieves to return 
it to the beach. 

At this, the pirates became obstinate and, 
loading their muskets, “looked threatening.” Ste¬ 
phens. realizing that he and his mate w’cre at a 
decided disadvantage, backed off and returned to 
the beach. 

The next day. Stephens and Chase returned to 
the schooner and, after super-human effort, suc¬ 
ceeded in pumping her dry, righting her. and 
removing much of her remaining cargo to the 
beactL This done, they anchored the vessel in 
deep water and went ashore — to find the same 
Indians looting the second store of merchandise. 
As before, there was nothing Stephens' could. to 
but go for help. 

Leaving Chase in charge of the schooner, he 
proceeded in the row'boat to Metlakatla w'here he 
reported the outrage to Rev. William tXincan, the 
famous missionary. Before Stepher^ continued to 
Fort Simpson ftw materials to repair his schoo¬ 
ner, he filed a formal complaint with Duncan, 
naming the Indians as “Comass (chief), Omshiet, 
Omatter, Heraesheka, Mishaloaf, Yakaktoon, 
Nuggetscats, Annika, Ouchloy, and the boy 
Naat,” not having secured the names of “the 
women or of one little boy.” 

Tw’o weeks after leaving the w^recked Non¬ 
pareil, the anxious trader returned with tools and 
fittings, only to find that his schooner was a total ^ 
wreck. This final indignity had been the work of 
Kitimats, who had cut the vessel loose, allowing 
her to dris’e ashore, wiiere they stripped her. 

In all. Stephens had lost evdirything but 30 
sacks of flour, three barrels of molasses, four 
boxes of soap, half a cask of butter, “and a few 
polka jackets,” amounting to $2,000. He concluded 
his oomplaint before Brew by naming the Ki¬ 
timats responsible for wrecking his schooner, 
vowing “I would know' them all if I saw them 
again.” 

Earlier, Stephens had laid a formal charge at 
Fort Simpson, in which he gave a cr>'ptic. but 
more interesting account of the capsizing of his 
schooner. Upon clearing Kitimat village, he said, 


the wind had been from the southeast and light, 
the Nonpareil proceeding peacefully until 9 
o’clock that night, when be wras relieved by faia 
mate. Upon his returning on deck at 4 a.m., the 
weather had worsened, a driving sou'-easter 
being accompanied by lightning and thunder. 

Due to the storm, mate Chase remained on 
deck, handling the sheetsr and slackening safl 
whenever the schooner was buffetted by a partic- 
ularty strong gust. But. at 5:30, “a squall struck 
her so quickly (that it) knocked her on her beam 
ends. So sudden had no time to do anything (sic). 
When the squall passed, the cargo had slipped so 
much that she w^ould not right. At daylight we 
were 100 yards from shore. C5ot alongside but 
found it perpendicular 30 fathoms of water. We 
had no boat fit for use. 

“At 10 a.m. wind hove round to the northeast, 
heavy swell worked her erff shore and anchored in 
30 fathoms. By daylight ne.xt morning she had 
dragged over 6Q0 yards. Anchor had a good hold. 
We went on shore. On the 14th weather moderat¬ 
ed.^ r 

It was then that the piratical Indians had 
landed on the scene and proceeded to chip their 
way through the schooner’s deck to reach her 
cargo—even removiitfe the crew’s bedding, cloth- 
~ing and $245 in cash: 

To customs officer Morris Moss, he com¬ 
plained that, upon cutting the anchor cable apd 
allowing the schooner to drive ashore, the Ki¬ 
timats had stripped her of everything—Rockers, 
nails, bunks, shelves, floor'mg—“everything of use 
to them.” The same night, the Kitimats returned 
to mate Chase’s camp to steal sacks of flour. 

In short, the larcenous Kitlaps and Kitimats 
, were thorough! 

However, as Moss pointed out, twx> months 
had elapsed since the affair. The best he oould do 
for Stephens w'as to suggest to his si^riors that, 
should a gunboat be sent to supervise the upcom¬ 
ing o(^chan fishing meet in the Nass River, as he 
requested, the navy make an attempt at that time 
to “obtain compensation and make the thieves 
disgorge their plunder, although the same will 
doubtless be attended w'ith diffictritj', as I fear 
(he rascals will scatter in all directions at its 
approach.” 

And that was the sad story of trader Stephens 
and his ill-fated schooner. Nonpareil. For. upon 
receiving Moss’ report, (jOv. Frederick Seymour 
personally noted—and dismissed—Moss’ sugges- * 
tion. Snorted the colonial chief of state: “I very 
much object to the calling upon Her Majesty's 
ships to bum their coal and place ^themselves m 
danger in any case in which an accident occurs 
to one of the almost v'alueless coasting vessels.*’ 

As W'e mentioned, being a coastal trader had 
its dangers, a century ago!

Discovery Passage, lying betvveen Vancouver Island and Quadra 
Island is on the main route to Alaska from the south. 

IVom Cape Mudge at one end to the start of Johnstc^e Strait at the 
other is a distance of some 25 miles. 

Never more than about two miles wide, the channel is reduced at mid- 
pofint to a scant half-mite where the sea races through Seymour- Narrows 
at speeds up to 14 knots. ^ 

Whirlpools, overfalls and unexpected currents make this a hazardous 
stretch of water fear all shipping. Large and powerful vessels can go through 
the narrows at any stage of the tide, but smaller ships must \vait for slack 
water before making the attempt. ^ 

With the removal oi Ripple Rock in 1958 some of the danger was 
eliminated but by no means all, and fatal accidents still happen from time 
to time. 

The first white man to navigate Discovery Passage was Captain Van¬ 
couver, who sailed along these shores in 1792 with his little shops Discovery 
and Chatham. 

It is hard for us to realize just how small these ships actually were. 
Discovery, a three-masted sloop, was 99 feet in length and ChadKun, an 
armed tender, was only 60 feeit. Cemditions aboard both ships must have 
been crowded, with Discovery’s crew numbering 100 and Chatham’s 45. 

At midday on July 13 the two vessels anchored off Ce^ Mudge, and 
Vancouver and some of his officers went ashore to visit the Indian viBage 
situated on the cliff-top. Next morning they continued on as far as a spot 
which Vancouver named Menzies Bay, where they halted again. 

I 


Two boats, the launch and the cutter, wore sent on in advance to 
explore the narrow channel confronting them (Seymour Narrows). In Ihe 
evening of the same day the boats returned to repOTt that the wolers ahead 
appeared to be navigable. 

With the next slack tide, in the afternoon of July 15, Discovery and 
Chatham passed through Seymour Narrows without incide^ and anchored tor 
the right in what is now called Elk Bay; 

At daybreak on the 16th they sailed again and within a few hours 
had reached Jcrfinst)one Strait and left Discovery Passage behind them. Van¬ 
couver had thus confirmed his belief that the land mass to the west was 
indeed an island. 

Today Discovery Passage is a busy seaw’ay. Freighters go through it 
and passenger vessels, cruise ships, tankers and train ferries. Towboats pull 
log l^ges, sawdust barges, chemical barges, barges filled with logging ma¬ 
chinery and barges piled four tiers high with containers. Pleasure boats and 
commercial fishing vessels stream through, hurrying to catch the slack tide 
at Seymour Narrows, and innumerable little nondescript coasting sh^ go to 
and fro carrying every imaginable type of cargo. 

Captain Vancouver would see changes if he retraced his route today 
past C&pe Mudge, Quathiaski Cove, Campbell River and the pulp mill at 
Duncan Bay. Beyond Menzies Bay, however, the scene would familiar 
to him. Hie forest, though scarred by logging operations, still comes down 
to the .^a on either side, and the water still rushes through Seymour Narrows 
at frighternng speeds. 

The ships of today, heading north through the Narrows, face much 
the same picture that Discovery and Chatham did nearly 200 years ago.

In two previous issues the 
Islander has carried the story of 
the Cable Ship Restorer through 
youth (the early 1900s), maturity 
(the '20s and '30sj, on to her re¬ 
turn to Victoria from a trip to 
Alaska on Dec. 7, 1941 — Pearl 
Harbor Day. 

The Restorer was, by this time, of an age 
when, for a ship, retirement ooM well be in the 
air. Yet now, for this vessel ot the classic lines, 
were to come the years when she would have de¬ 
manded of her the most unremitting work oi her 
life and work, moi^ver, carried out under war 
condkionB and in ^plorable weafher. 

Worse still, before starting on this so hazard- 
oas part of her career the aging beauty w^d 
have to submit to an operation that sadly mutilat¬ 
ed her renowned and lovely profile. 

Nor was the ship herself to be the only suf¬ 
ferer. Of her men the most experi^ced were al¬ 
ready some years over active service age — but 
indispensable in a world short of cable men. Sev¬ 
eral were to have their lifespan materially shor¬ 
tened by the strains the next years would bring. 

Following the Restcarer’s Dec. 7 return tlw 
very next day was to bring word (and I believe it 
was actually no%v that the U.S. War Shipping 
Board entered the scene) that she was to go to 
Seattle imm^ately to be prepared for w'ar and 
for northern climes. 

Fortunately, for men so newly home, it was 
not until Dec. 19 that they did in fact move to 
Seattle. By that time Japan’s plans to break by 
, rapid attack, America’s encirclement of the Pa¬ 
cific, had also seen Midway and Guam, both sites 
of (Commercial Pacific cable stations, damaged 
or lost to enemy attack. Next, surely, the Aleu¬ 
tians? 

On Mar. 28, 1942, a sadly altered Restorer re¬ 
turned to Victoria- Not very evident the anti-mine 
degaussing installation, but oh! that so strictly 
perpendicular radar tower that w’arred so w'ith 
the elegant rake of masts and funnel, the funnel 
too rende*ed disproportionately heavy by its deep 
black band. But worst of all that bank cabins 
amidships that destroyed forever the lovely gen¬ 
tle sweep of her main deck line. 

But . . . this was war and accommodation had 
to be provided for extra personnel. Among these 
was the group of midwestem youths headed by a 
22-year-old Texan who were to man the four 
"tubs” of anti-aircraft guns, plus the larger gun 
for use against surface attack, also installed on 
the main deck. 

Altogether, before the Restorer was ready to 
start off in the service of a country now definitely 
at war with Japan, her complement was to total 
130 men. Quite an increase over her previous 
working maximum of 82. 

Directing the various activities were three 
sets of officers—from the U.S. Navy, U.S. Signal 
Corps and the cable ship men tihemselves. Sounds 
awkward, but no word of d&stord seems to have 
emanated from this arrangement 

Commander, by the spring of 1942, was Cap¬ 
tain J. T. Connelly, (Captain W. T. Gagnon having 
been appointed to a shore post at Prince Rupert. 
Another oldtimer, who now left the ship on which 
he bad served so long and reliably that he is 
recalled as a "tradition,” was Albert Sadler, 
Boem’e Mate. 

Still on the ship’s roU, however, was the 
name of his son. Cable Foreman John Sadler — 
John who as a teen-ager had made his first deep- 
sea voyage when he was taken cm as an extra 
deck hand for the stormy trip of 1928. (How many 
other mature men in Victoria today can also look 
beck on an adventurous Journey to southern 
seas, taken thanks to the cable ship’s need for 
extra men when she went on repairs?) 

On Apr. 4, 1942, in new guise and with en¬ 
larged crew the Restorer left Victoria, her first 
work on this voyage repairs to the also vital 
Bamtield line. 

A few da 3 ^ later Victorians were to read of 
the Japanese submartoe shelling of the Estevan 
lighthouse. Luckily, for the peace of mind of fam¬ 
ilies of Restorer men, none knew that the vessel 
1^ not gcme straight nmth, but had been for a 
time not loo far from the Estevan area. Did she

For four months the cableship worked along 
the Alaskan coast and out into the Aleutians. On 
Aug. 6 she returned to a Victmia sweltering in 
degree heat. Later In the nKxith she again Jeff' 
this p(M:t, not to enter it again until March, 1946.vv 

A strenuous year’s woric foDowed, the Res¬ 
torer’s only absences from foggy nor^m seas 
coming when a need for suf^lies or servicing 
brought her for a few short days to Prince Rupert 
or Seattle. 

By now the cable men too were wearing the 
insignia of the Army Transport Service (A.T.S.) 
and uniforms were adapted to conform to those of 
that service, as were also the officers’ titles. 

'The northern work in time of war is naturally 
not too much documented but it was to take them 
eventually out to Attu, uttermost island of the 
thousand-mile-long Aleutian chain. CTiarts they 
used on this were reported later, by one <rfficer, 
as up to seven miles out! 

Much of their work here w«s to be on shore 
ends where, in winter, snow had often to be 
scooped off gravrt beaches before equipment 
could be set up. A far cry from c«:^ reefs and 
translucent seas! At places too they were to 
see, dug out of the frozen tundra, the bunkers 
recently abandoned by the now-departed Japan¬ 
ese invaders. 

Off-shore work was at times carried out 


amidst raging blizzard. Another hazard, despite 
their accompanying escorts, was the never-to-be- 
disregarded danger of submarine attack — a 
danger to which the Restorer was particularly 
xulnerable, her work pattern often keeping her in 
one area long enough for word of her presence to 
spread. Lighting too tor wx»k that must 
continue night and day, although kept at a mini¬ 
mum, made identifiable this precious one-only 
cable ship. 

All the time the knowledge that demahd for 
added speed might at any moment be made on 
the engines made life a constant anxiety for Chief 
Engineer F. M. Jupp, the man who since 1916 had 
lavished an Edinburgh-trained man’s conscien¬ 
tious care on machinery of whose aging condition 
he most of all was aware. 

At last, in mid-February, 1943, came the 
moment of crisis. So imminent aw>arently the 
danger of submarine attack that their escort 
dropped depth charges. Full ahead, rang the en¬ 
gine room signal. Engines shuddered, but held out 
. . . but shortly after the man responsible for 
them was found collapsed with a stroke. 

Illness had earlier sent from the ship Captain 
Don CanteU, the man who had succeeded in com¬ 
mand when Captain Connelly w^as called south, I 
think.to take over the then-building cable ship Sil¬ 
verado. C^ntell died at the age of 46, as had 
former Captain Fleming less than two years ear-. 
lier. 

Temporary successor to CanteU was Chief Of¬ 
ficer J. L. 'Thacker. Later sailing masters took 
over this spot and Mr. Thacker’s experience put 
to use as Cable Superintendent. 

la June, 1943, the Silverado took over the 
northern wcMrk and the Restorer returned to 
Seattle to be readied for service in her familiar 
South Pacific in areas recaptured from the Japa¬ 
nese. When she sailed for there it w’as minus two 
veterart members of her staff — C!able Jointer 
Prangnell gone to well-earned retirement and 
Purser Sid Pearce immured in an administrative 
position in Seattle that would see him at work 
every single day of the year (with the sc4e excep¬ 
tion of Christmas Day) until the end of the war. 

Now the Restorer came under the Central Pa¬ 
cific Base CJommand, her duty to keep in opera¬ 
tion the lines between the advance forces and the 
base command. Dangerous work that called for 
constant vigilance. 

In 1945 Captain Gagnon returned to com¬ 
mand, soon to take the Restorer to the Phihp- 
pines, command area of the legendary General 
Douglas MacArthur. 

'The regions in which the Restorer worked 
were certainly sufficiently dangerous to make 
rumors of her loss that three times reached \nc- 
toria credible, but she was never hit. Neverthe¬ 
less tiiose at home often passed anxious weeks 
before the arrival of reassuring mail. 

AH’ war-time letters were, of course, censor- 
opened and non-inform ative and so it was that not 
until tiie Restorer arrived back in Victoria that 
tales could be told of working so close to the bat¬ 
tle front that they sometimes worked on cables, 
the other ends of which were still in use by the 
Japanese. 

It was on the morning erf March 7, 1946, that 
the Restorer, all flag-bedecked, tied up at Y^- 
row’s wharf. At her helm was Captain Connelly, 
Gagnon now having retired permanently. Also on 
board again Purser Sid Pearce who was to spend 
many a long month stiuggling with the clerical 
complexities of typing up all the ends involved in 
the cableship’s return from the ATS to her 
owTiers, the Commercial Pacific COble Com¬ 
pany. 

Although now freed from war the Restorer 
was not freed from frustration. Repairs were 
prolonged as they waited for new propellors and 
even when, resplendent in new paint, she did, in 
September, leave Yarrow’s strikes all along the

Pacific coast delayed setting out on the? much 
needed repairs of CPOC lines. 

In this first post-war year labor unions were 
also to make their first contracts with the crew of 
the Restorer and on Aug. 29 a collective agree¬ 
ment was sigjned between the CPCC, New York, 
and the Victoria Branch of the Seafarers of North 
America. Captain Connelly represented the com¬ 
pany, William M. McLoughlin, the union. Good 
men both. 

The agreement covered hours of work, cable¬ 
loading, etc., etc., but, unfortunately, as events 
would isclose, it did not cover enough. 

In January, 1947, the cableship left to put in a 
busy seven months in the south. Towards its end 
she worked in Manila Harbor where their work 
was much complicated by having to thread their 
way among the remains of 600 sunken ships. 

So long their stay in this tropical heat that 
discontent began to grow among the crew. Their 
drinking water was warm, fresh vegetables 
sparse and “there was said to be friction between 
officers and crew.” Fortunate then that in com¬ 
mand was courteous fuid kindly Capt. Connelly, 
another of those invariably spoken of with respect 
and warm affection by all who have worked 
under him. 

When there was mention of a strike (strange 
word to hear on the once happy Restorer!) Cap¬ 
tain Connelly, after consultation with New York, 
gathered the crew together and asked them to 
vote on two alternatives: Carry on to do the work 
waiting them near Singapore (at which place it 
was thought they could acquire a w'ater-cooler) or 
return to Victoria. 

They chose the latter and, by the end of July, 
were back home where the press included in 
news of the ship’s arrival a report that while she 
had been away conditions “had bordered on mu¬ 
tiny.”. However things could not have been too 
bad for within a few days McLoughlin was deny¬ 
ing this, though, at the same time stating: “It is 
hard to come to a working agreement with crew 
while legal status of ship uncertain.” Nor further 
word of trouble. 

Return from their next voyage featured, not 
talk of dissension but the antics of naughty mon¬ 
key, Cheeko. C3ieeko, acquired in Singapore by A. 
B. Dave Lowry had spent most of the voyage in 
the warm quarters of Cook Charlie Hudson but, 
when they arrived in Victoria Cheeko was, tempo¬ 
rarily, not to be found—and so achieved publici¬ 
ty! Sadly one reads also of a second monkey that, 
seasick perhaps, had jumped overboard 50 miles 
out 

The voyage then finished included one of the 
Restorer’s few peacetime Christmases away from 
home. They spent it in Honolulu. Not too painful! 

Arrival home from a three-and-a-half-month 
absence was followed within four days, by orders 
to set off again. Fortunately delay in getting 
supplies gave them a slightly longer time at 
home. 

But this next was not a long job. In April, 
1948, they were home again and the unlicenced 
personnel rejoiced to find that the union had been 
active in their absence, securing for them an 
increase of $20 a month straight across the board 
and retroactive to January. Other improvements 
saw the men on the Restorer enjoying “the best 
working conditions for such in Canada.” 

A happy summer then except for the tragedy 
that saddened hearts on board and on shore when 
in June popular Sid Pearce dropped dead on the 
deck of the ship with which he had been associat¬ 
ed for 33 years. 

In August she left again for the south. 

During her long career the Restorer had seen 
many a varied object on her deck — sharks, fly¬ 
ing fish, goony birds, once even a giant ray 
measuring nine feet from tip to tip — but this 
voyage was to produce something unusual enough 
for Captain Connelly to mention it when they re¬ 
turned to Victoria. This object, brought up from 
the deeps, “looked like a baked potato, hard outer 
surface but crumbly inside ... when first brought 
up its temperature was 35 degrees.” Chuld this be 
an early sighting of those manganese balls now 
seen as potential riches waiting harv'est from the 
ocean floor. 

More familiar memento of Restorer voyages 
are pieces of coral such as that possessed by 
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CABLESHIP, marred by solid bank of cabins amidships. 
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John Anderson, fluted by its long contact with 
underwater cable. 

During this second voyage of 1948 toe Res¬ 
torer was to undertake her deepest work ever 
grappling, cutting and bringing up cable from 3.2 
miles below them. Later they were to have gone 
even deeper but hurricane weather forced them 
to leave toe area, toe work to be finished later by 
toe John W. Mackay sent round from New York 
That they were denied the opportunity of tackling 
toe greater depth was always regretted by Res¬ 
torer men who would say, years afterw'ards: “We 
would have done it” 

But could they? When they arrived home 
inspection showed both main engines and cable 
gear all badly in need of repair and an extensive 
refit was ordered. 

This was not completed until August 1949, 
and it was not until February 1950, that she 
left again, and then it was with a crew of 50 
(Xily and oh a short trip. 

In August of that year she again went south 
.. . and then ... no more. 

By now toe CTOC was finding toe loss of rev¬ 
enue caused by toe war-severing of lines in toe 
Orient previously connecting with theirs was be- 
cOnaing more than they could absorb.DOn Dec. 31, 
195Q, they paid off all but three of the Restorer’s 
men — toe Master (Thacker now replacing Con¬ 
nelly, gone to another ship), chief engineer and 
plant engineer — and retired toe ship to anchor in 
Esquimalt Harbor. 

Over the next six months toe vessel was 
stripped of everything possible, particularly toe 
so^sticated rented electronic equipment Then, 
altooRigh it was not until October that toe OKX: 
applied to toe U.S, Federal COnrununications com- 


Although toe Restorer is so long gone some 
mementoes of her still remain. In toe Maritime 
Museum is her bell, also a mod^ whose hull was 
whittled in shape while its makes still at sea, and 
an attractive oil painting of her.

mission for permission to liquidate, in June they 
completed ^|UTangement8 with ship-breakers 
Walter Johnson (Company of San Francisco and 
were ready to send toe faithful Restorer to her 
doom. 

On June 28 toe Island Sovereign towed her 
from Esquimalt to Royal Roads wrhere she was to 
spend toe night before being shackled, along with 
the tug Pacmar, to the Sovereign, G^aptain Fred 
Macfarlane then registered as master of the Res¬ 
torer as weU as his own vessel. 

When, toe next day, they proceeded out to sea 
it was under skies far different from those that 
saw the Restorer’s arrival that grey January 44 
. years ago. This time not a cloud was in toe sky 
and a hot sun shone <m the elderly master mari¬ 
ner who stood so long in farewell salute and 
thought of aH toe men who had, like himself, 
served for long years on the faithful cableship. 

So passed a ship that tnily did deserve^that 
somewhat over used label “lady” — a lady beeu- 
tiful in youth and in old age courageously show¬ 
ing the mettle of an aristocrat

Because tiie readers Dked it so well we 
later made a second version, adding nuts and 
a litfle moire trait and used it for a Christmas 
cake. Today I will give you both ver- 
skNis ^ .. the original, which many people use 
for a Christmas cake and the basic cake with 
extra fruit added. 


Christmas is a season for hospitality and hos¬ 
pitality means food. The smart housewife plans 
her entertaining w’ell in advance . . . last-minute 
cODfuskn is to be avxuded if Mama is going to be 
rekDced enough to enoy the festivities herself. 

We don’t want the real si^t (rf Christmas to 
be buried under mundane acti\’ities. Because he 
was too busy the Inn Keepef at Beftlehem 
missed the greatest event in history. Let us plan 
for time to hear the angel's song. 

The first prediristmas do-ahead is of course 
the Christmas cake and that is our recipe for 
today. 

After baying the fruit for my own cake 
(Ae price almoot doubled since last year), I 
decided to give you at least one recipe for an 
ecoBomy cake and what better than our friend 
HOH Cake. 

Ihis recipe, without a doubt, has been the 
most popular recipe ever published in this column 
In an the 17 years I have been writing Thought 
Fm Food. 

As many of my regular readers know this 
cake was a summer-time cake designed to meet 
the emergency of unexpected company, spur-of- 
the-minute picnic, etc. I called it Have on Hand 
dikes or as most of my readers know it HOH 
eake. It is large and moist, even now, fairly inex¬ 
pensive (compared to very rich cakes). 


TWO-VERSION CHRISTMAS CAKE* . . . first 
the basic recipe . . . one cup soft margarine, cMie 
ctv white sugar, <me cup brown sugar lightly 
packed, three eggs, three cups seedless raisins 
soaked overnight in one-half cup sherry, one-half 
cup fine cocoanut, sodkea overnight in one-half 
cifl) milk, one teaspoon each vanilla and almtmd 
extract, one cup mixed glace fruit, one-half cup 
red glace cherries left whole, two rings green 
glace pineapple, one cup citron peel sMvered fine, 
two teaspoons baking powder, half a teaspoon salt 
and three cups sifted all purpose flour. 

This time for a little extra flavor in our basic 
cake I added the grated rind of a lemon mvd an 
orange and at the last, stirred in two tablespoons 
ot Drambuie (you could use rum or any liqueur). 

The flavor of this cake is reaUy good. One of 
the mce things about it, although it keeps well, it 
can be cut the next day. So I have sampled it al¬ 
ready and find it exceUent. 

Here are the directions for mixing it. . . heat 
the sherry and pour over the raisins, let stand, 
stirring occaA>nally until all the liquid is ab¬ 
sorbed. Soak the cocoanut in the milk at the same 
time. Prepare all the fruit and place in a large 
bowL Add the raisins and mix well. Add one cup 
of the measured flour to the fruit and toss with a 
fork so that all is coated with the flour. Now, 
cream the margarine and the sugars until light 
and fluffy. Add the eggs, one at a time, beating 
after each addition. Resift the remaining flour 
with the baking powder and salt. Add alternately 
to the creamed mixture with the soaked cocoanut 
and the flavorings, mix well. Stir in the fruit and 
grated lemon and orange rind. Stir in liqueur. 

Spoon into a greased paper or foil lined tin or 
tins. I baked my cake in (xie large 12x9x^inch 
tin, oven temperature 275 deg. F. for about two- 
and-a-half hours. You really must test fbr done¬ 
ness by inserting a pick in the centre of the

CHRISTMAS BAKING HINTS 


To phimp raisins . . . heat sherry or rum to just under boiling. Pour over rai.sins in 
a bowl. Let stand a few hours overnight to absorb all the liquid, tossing occa¬ 
sionally. Use one-half cop liquor to one pound (about three cups) of raisins. 

Don’t try to do all the preparation and baking of fruit cake in one day. . . . Any 
shopping day buy fruit and necessary staples. Make your list from the recipe. 

Day before baking . • . prepare fruit and nuts, decide on pans to use then line and 
grease them. Let liners extend an inch or so beyond edges of pans. 

Day of baking . . . measure all ingredients befiwe starting to mix cake. ML\ the cakes, 
bake and co<d. Let cakes cool an hour or so to “set” before removing from pans. 

Next day . . • wrap cakes securely in aluminum or moisture-proof film and place 
in metal container with tight lid. Do not freeze for at least a month, must mellow 
first

cake ... if it comes out clean the cake is done. It 
is difficult to give exact time for baking a fruit 
cake as it all depends on the size and shape of tfae 
tins. We think of the traditional Christmas cake 
as a large round or square cake but there is no 
standard size or shape . ., tiiis could mean a tube 
or loaf cake or the batter couldbe baked in cme- 
pound coffee cans, fancy fluted molds, round six- 
ounce juice cans or 15-ounce fruit or vegetable 
cans. 

A large square cake takes a little longer 
to bake than an /»blong cake as the distance 
from sides to middle Is greater. A tube cake 
takes less time and the little tins less time 
again. You can see that it is necessary to test 
tor doneness. Be sure flat whatever size or 
shape you use Is properly lined with three 
thicknesses ot greased brown paper or with 
heavy duty aluminum foil. The foil is easier 
tor small tins. 

For a very, light cake I cover a piece of cor¬ 
rugated cardboard, cut to fit into the bottom of 
the pan, with foil. Placed in the bottom of your 
cake pan it serves as an insulator, preventing the 
bottom of the cake becoming too dark. 

The baking of a fruit cake is just as impor¬ 
tant as the mixing so I have been rather lengthy 
in gi\ing directions for the benefit of brides and 
new cooks who may not have made a Christmas 
cake before. One last thing ... do not overcoc*. 

Now to get back to flto richer version of 
oar tuo-rersion cake ... far this we Jost add 
more fruit to the basic recipe . . . the batter

I always try one new Christmas cake recipe 
each year and this next recipe is is for those who 
like a fairly rich light cake. 

l^IGHT CHRISTMAS CAKE ... one cup soft 
butter, one-and-a-quarter cups fine white suger, 
fh'e eggs, one teaspocm vanilla, one cup un¬ 
drained crushed pineapple (stir pineapple very 
w’dl before measuring the one cup), two tea¬ 
spoons grated lemon rind, three cups bleached 
sultanas raisins (plumped in sl^erry before adding 
to other fruit), two cups mix^ glace fruit (use 
deluxe package as it has no peel), onehalf cup 
each whole red and whole green glace cherries, 
one cup glace pineapple cut in chunks, one cup 
blanched and split almonds, three cups sifted, 
before measuring, all purpose flour, one teaspoon 
baking powder and one teaspoon salt. 

Cream butter and sugar together until very 
light and fluffy. Add eggs mie at a time, beating 
weD after each addition. Stir in vanilla, crushed 
pineapple and lemon rind. Combine all the fruit 
and the nuts in a large bowl. Sift the measured 
flour, baking powder and salt ov’er the fruit and 
mix very w'ell so that all the fruit is coated wittv 
the flour. Ctombin^ with creamed mixture, blend¬ 
ing well. 

Spoon into prepared pan or pans (lined and 
greased). If baked in two 9K5-inch loaf pans they 
should bake in a preheated 275 F. oven in about 
two hours. One large pan w'ould take a little

Strange as it seems, chicken 
wire saved the,day when CFCL, now CJVI, went on the air April 1, Easter Sunday 
50 years ago. 


CHURCH BROUGHT RADIO 

TO VICTORIANS 


By FRASER McALPINE 

The story of CJVI's beginings 
this innovation. The details of 
reaffy involves much more than 
CJVI's early history are reTated 
by one of its early operator-an¬ 
nouncers, Frank Hall. 

In 1922, radio was in its infancy, a brand new 
toy used and misused by those who early discov¬ 
ered it was a powerful mpdium for reachii^ peo¬ 
ple with messages and entertainment. Maiiy Vic- 
tori£^ had tinkered with receiving and transmit- 
• ting equipment. One such pioneer was the late K. 
Y. Moffat, who owned Western Radio Supply. He 
had set up a small five-watt radio station on Fort 
Street near the present side entrance to the T. 
Eaton Company store. , 

Another person interested in radio was a new¬ 
comer to the city. Dr. Clem Davies, and it was in 
this interest that CPCL, later CJVI, was bom. Dr. 
Davies had preached over the air in Swithem 
^California and upon his interim appointment as 
pastor of Centennial Miethodist Church, now Cen¬ 
tennial United, expressed a desire to involve the 
church in Setting up a broadcasting station in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Mr. Hall relates that Dr. Davies informed the 
churchy congregation one morning that “we are 
going to broadcast over our owm radio station, 
and you €u:« going to pay. for it, thank you very 
much.” 

Arrangements were made with the Canadian 
Marconi Comi)any in Montreal to purchase and 
set up the necessary equipment. The Mhrconi en¬ 
gineer, Leo Main of Vancouver with the help of 
Jack A. MacKay, his brother, Hugh, and Mr. 
Hall, then and still a member of the Centennial 
Church, wcwld assist. 

Dr. Davies had a set deadline of Good Friday 
as his wish was to broadcast a message Easter 
Sunday Morning. This left little time to set up 
equipment, but the four gentlemen and others 
who were called in to help, took on the task and 
by Good Friday were ready to throw the switch. 

Equipment had been set up in an unused 
room, microphones were ready, and B.C. Tele¬ 
phone Company had installed an aerial. 

With everjrthing in readiness, the switch was 
thrown, electricity surged through the wires, 
tubes lit up and listeners around Victoria waited 
in anticipation. 

But there was no sound, no reception. A quick 
check of the studio equipment revealed no fault. 
The aerial was <;hecked, and the engineer thought 
the guy wires might not be insulated enough, This 
was corrected, but still no signal output. 

One more effort was made to overcome the 
loss of signals, and here is where the chicken 
wire was used. Frank Hall, being the slightest 
built person, was detailed to crawl under the 
building dragging a roll of chicken wire, which 
Mas stretched out in line with the aerial to act 
as a “counterpottSe.” And it worked. The switch 
was thrown and with the opening of the micro¬ 
phone, CFCL, 410 meters and 500 watts of power, 
was on" the air. 

Easter Sunday, April 1, 1923, saw the first 
broadcast of a church service in Western Canada 
and there are still many in Victoria who can 
remember that exciting morning. 

The three men involved in the opening of the 
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FRANK HALL 

. , . started station with chicken wire. 


station, Jack MacKay as manager, Hugh MacKay 
as one of the announcers and Frank Hall as op¬ 
erator, continued to run the station without sal¬ 
ary’. A Victrola was loaned to them by Fletcher 
Brothers Music Store bringing about CFXX’s first 
commercial. They were loaned the equipment 
and records prov'iding they would announce the 
name and serial of all records used and of course 
included a mention that the records ccwld be ob¬ 
tained from Fletcher Bros. Store. 

In 1924, a dispute betweeh Dr. Davies and the 
Methodist Church arose, and Davies left the 
church to form his own group. Soon after, the 
new pastor not being interested in radio, the 
equipment was removed from the church and 
located in Fletcher’s Store on Douglas Street, the 
premises presently used by Saba Brothers. 

By this time the three originators of the sta- 
tiiMi were no longer involved, and its manage¬ 
ment was taken over by George Deaville, also a 
member of the Centennial Church. According to 
Mr. Hall, Mr. Deaville ran into many difficulties 
in those days. This was nothing unusual in thpse 
early days of radio. Pioneer broadcasters had 
many listeners, but few people willing to invest 
time and money into what some| considered to 
be a toy. i 

In a story told by his sister, M^s. Bertha Par¬ 
sons, Deaville had entered radio ih a roundabout 
way. When the station was still in the church. Dr. 
Davies had arranged for a temperance message 
to be broadcast. 

The station engineer had vowed that he didn’t 
favor prohibition in any form, so before the 
broadcast, he pulled some wires out, switched 
tubes, locked up the station and went home. Mrs. 
Parsons goes on to relate that choirmaster 
George Deaville w^s just as determined to get 
the temperance message over the air. He man¬ 
aged to get into the station, spent all night repair¬ 
ing the damage and by the next day, the speaker 
was able to go on the air. 

In 1926, Deaville purchased the station and 
made it Victoria’s first “commercial” station. 
During those years, the station, now CFCT, 
moved from Fletcher’s store to the top floor of 
the Toronto-Dortiinion Bank Building on Douglas 
Street and then to the top floor of the Central 
Building on View Street. From then until 1941, 
Deaville and his staff supplied this area with en¬ 
tertainment involving many Victorians who ob^ 
tained their first experience in broadcasting, sucfi 
as Wck Batey and Lee Hallberg, still familiar 
names to radio listeners today. 

During the 1930s other members of the Dea-'^ 


ville family, including George’s tw’o sons, Clifford 
and Bernard, joined the staff. They stayed with 
their father for about 10 years and then! went 
their separate ways, Bernard with the CBC and 
Clifford, who went to Hollywood to work in radio 
and later television. Clifford died last year in Los 
Angeles, Bernard is still with the CBC. 

Mrs. Parsons related that her brother came 
up with unusual Innovations in broadcasting. She 
said for some years he had a phone line installed 
tiiat ran from a microphone on the desk of the 
premier at the legislature in case the premier 
wished to make a statement. 

Her other memories include an up-Island fish¬ 
ing derby. The station wanted to bring the results 
to its listeners, but it was stumped by the high 
cost of renting a phone line to broadcast them. 
CFCT engineers overcame thciobstacles by point¬ 
ing the loudspeaker of the public address system 
at a payphone where the line was kept open to 
the station. 

Another time, Mrs. Parsons remembered, the 
staftion planned to play a CBC transcription-of in¬ 
terviews w’ith B.C. troops in Europe, but the one 
and only turntable capable of playing it broke 
down. The station carried the interviews thanks 
to an operator who turned the slow moving 
record by hand for half an hour. 

In 1941, Deaville sold the station to a limited 
share company. Island Broadcasting Company 
W’ith interests held by Taylor, Pearson and Car- 
son and the Matson family, who then published 
the Colonist newspaper. Controlling interest of the 
company now rests with Selkirk Holdings. 

When Island Broadcasting took over, tw’o 
Prairie broadcasters, A1 §mith and Cecil Berry, 
arrived in the city to reorganize the station, 
which was now known as CJVI. A1 Smith, still 
with CJVI today as a part time employee, recalls 
their first move was to update ^e equipment 
with the help of Harold Carson, a man who was 
instrumental in modernizing many of Western 
Canada’s stations. New studio equipment, includ¬ 
ing two turntables, were on the top of the list. A 
news teletype was installed, and Smith recalls it 
was turned on just in time to receive the bulletin 
that the Japanese had attacked Pearl Harbor. 

Making a profit concerned the new owners as 
it had Mr. Deaville, but as Smith recalls, it was 
difficult overcoming merchants’ objections about 
radio advertising. There were some odd incidents 
that occurred, partly because of this. There was a 
cafe on Douglas Street, the Black Horse Cafe, 
which in turn for advertising allowed one 
rnember of the staff to have three free meals a 
day. 

Smith remembers trying to convince mer¬ 
chant Percy Scurrah, later mayor of Victoria, 
that he should buy advertising. The late Mr. Scur¬ 
rah replied that, he, like other merchants wanted 
to believe radio advertising was worthwhile, but 
they weren’t accustomed to it and he wanted to 
wait a few years and see what happened. At fhat 
time the station was operating at a great loss, but 
within a year, advertisers began to buy time, and 
in 1942, a profit of ?5,000 was made. 

In 1942, M. V. Chesnut was appointed manag¬ 
er. A1 Smith went back to playing piano on sever¬ 
al programs and Dick Batey was announcing a 
timely program called VVhat Do You Know About 
The War. At the end of the war, Ralph Pashley 
joined the station, soon to become well known for 
his Capital City Commentary and in later years 
as host of a controversial open line show. 

There were live performances by local 
singers and musicians. Throughout the Chesnut 
years at CJVI, many will remember programs 
such as Tea Time at Terry’s, a broadcast from 
the Fort and Douglas location of Terry’s, for 
years THE gathering spot for the city’s young 
and old; The Story Lady with Dorothy AUin; the 
live show from Weston’s Bakeries in Esquimau 
featuring announcer A1 Collins and pianist Smith.

In 1952, Chesnut was transferred to the 
prairies and CJVI entered a new era with the ar¬ 
rival of Lethbridge broadcaster William Guild. 

New studios were his first priority and CJVI 
was soon moved from the Central Building to the 
station’s present location, the entire second floor 
of the Imperial Optical Budding at 817 Fort 
Street. The transmitter, which had been situated 
at Portage Inlet and was now at Cedar Hill Road, 
was increased to 5,000 watts, later to be increased 
again in 1957 to 10,000 watts. New modem studio 
equipment was installed, and €kiild began to in¬ 
troduce new programs and gather a staff that 
could present them in the manner he wanted. 

Guild’s reputation as one of Canada’s top 
broadcasters soon became apparent as advertis¬ 
ing increased and thousands of new listmers in 
Victoria and on the mainland tuned into CJVI. 
referred to by its new manager as The Family 
Station, Radio Nine. Listeners will remember the 
old statibn break of those years when the a^ 
nouncers would say: "Listening Is Fine on Radio 
Nine.” 

The new programs included Program Direc¬ 
tor Dick Batey with his weeknight 6:15 commen¬ 
tary, the quiz show 6^1, The DVA Show broad¬ 
cast live from Veteran’s Hospital every- Saturday 
and sponsored for years by McGill and Orme, 
Walter Cownden’s Partyline every morning at 9, 
The International Review of Music, Outdoors 
With The Ehcperts moderated by the late Dr. Clif¬ 
ford Carl, the evening Mj'stery Shows, The Times 
Concert Hour, A1 Smith’s 8:10 a.m. Breakfast 
Show, Fred Usher’s Hometo^^-ners vwth vocalist 
Bob McGiD, Enterprise In Action, The Rolling 
Home show weekday afternoons with A1 Sniith 
and at different times Reg Stone and Jack Len- 
eghan on the organ, Joe’s Notebook \rith Jt)e 
EasingwxxTd, now news director o( CJVI. 

Throughout these and earlier years, there 
have been hundreds (rf people "behind the;mike’’ 
and behind the scenes at C^VT. Some bf the 
names that ceme to mind are many of those still 
involved in the media or in other fields, many are 
with the CBC, such as Ted Reynolds, Bill Dobson, 
Bob Switzer, Chuck Davis, Stan Peters and Dave 
Roegele. Others have entered the sales field; 
Dick Batey, Ralph Pashley and former newsman 
Gordie Williamson. Others are in different media, 
Ida Clarkson at CHEK TV, Bob Aylward, manag¬ 
er of CaUe Ten, Bruce Lowiher with the Col<Hiist 
and Maury Gwynn with the Victorian; Fred 
Usher is owner of Penman Ad Agencies, Maurice 
Cownden is a public information officer with 
UVic; Others are still in radio; Hugh Ourtis at^ 
CFAX, Walter Cownden at CKDA, Tippy O’Neil 
broadcasting on the mainland and Lee Hallberg, 
The Old Fisherman now retired. 

By the 1960s radio was changing in many , 
ways. CJVI now had two competitors, CKDA and 
CFAX. Many of the old programs gave w^ay to 
open line iMograms and disc jockey shows. Re¬ 
cording tape and transistors gave radio a new 
scope. To gain better reception, CJVI’s transmit -. 
ter was moved to Strcmgtade Island off Oak Bay 
in 1963. 

In 1966, Bill Guild retired and an Edmonton 
broadcaster, Ken Goddard, became manager. 
Goddard discontinued some of the old radio shows 
in an attempt to regain lost listeners. But the sta¬ 
tion was still in a precarious position, and in 
1972, Goddard left and a former CJvI announcer 
took over as the new manager. 

John AnseU, who joined CJ\T[ after leaving 
the army in 1945, was back, but this time in the 
top position. Since his arrival, he has made 
changes that have resulted in a new transmitter 
and the installation of new studio equipment. As 
manager of CFAC in Calgary, Ansell had experi¬ 
mented with country music and Calgarians soon 
made the station number one. Now in Victoria, he 
is using the same format, switching to country 
music at the beginning of this year. This so far 
has proven very successful, and Victorians of all 
ages in the thousands, are tuning it in. 

In April of this year, CJVI celebrated 50 
years of serving Victoria. 'The station held an 


©pen house and several thousand people took the 
■ opportunity to see the Studios and eat some of the 
anniversary cake. 


SOUND ADVICE 

When out fishing in a small boat you can talk 
and sing as loud as you wish. But don’t tap your 
feet to the beat of your vocalizing nor rap out 
your pipe on the gunwale. And don't use an out- 
' board motor on a small lake. 

This sound advice to anglers comes from a 
man whose business it is to know* what attracts — 
and what alarms — the various species of fish in 
our waters. Jim Maxwell, whose company pro¬ 
duces Grizzly fishing tackle, shares his knowl¬ 
edge of aquatic acoustics and the sensing systems 
of fishes in an absorbing article in the September 
issue of Pacific Search, natural science journal of 
the Northwest 

Sound, says Jim Maxwell, is probably the 
most important sense a fish uses to catch food or 
avoid danger. With a heari^ range of 30 to 2000 
cycles per second th^sud^ its sensitive inner ear, 
a fish can hear movements and happenings in the

water a great distance aw^ay. A secondary hear¬ 
ing system is a ^ine of small pressure sensing 
organs, called neuromasts, on each side of the 
body. Tbis system senses low frequency sound 
w*aves, is higW^ directional, and is used at close 
range. It enables a fish to strike at food — or a 
lure — without using its eyes. 

Different sounds attract different fish. To a 
predator fish the most attracting stxmd is of 
another fish in distress; to other species the most 
enticing dinner bell may be a wrorm or bug on the 
water. 

To assure that your invitation to dinner is 
properly heard by the fish, the proper "sound 
lure should be used. 
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If you are in any way connecfed with the world of entertainment or, as some pre¬ 
fer it, the world of the performing arts, September^ is the quietest and most un¬ 
productive month of the year: at any rate, in these parts.

September is like the 
interval at the concert, 
travelling time on a roan!

with Pa”’ thtugh there are doubt¬ 
less those who would regard the op¬ 
posite procedure as the most likbly 
to-take place. 

Amenities of every sort line the 
Cariboo roads including a guest 
ranch conplete with an airstrip, for 
all the world as if Pegasus, the 
famous winged horse, was expected 
at any moment and suitable provi¬ 
sion for such an unusual event was 
being made. 

And so, in due time, we arrived 
at Quesnel. 

But this was not the Quesnel we 
knew 30 years ago; new hostelries, 
new stores, even a new bridge over 
the Fraser River. This was a ^es- 
nel full of sophistication, business 
activity and bustle generally. 

Nostalgically, and maybe, regret¬ 
fully, we called to mind such stir¬ 
ring events as those surrounding 
what came to be known as The 
Great Chezacut Poll better than 
three decades back. 

The _DCcasion was a provincial 
election and the returns were all in 
and counted except those from the 
Chezacut Valley. These could never 
alter or influence the election result 
but Chezacut was the only topic left 
for the political pundits to argue 
over and debate. 

Which way would Chezacut go? 
Liiberal? Conservative? SOcreds and 
NDP’s hadn’t been invented back in 
them days. 

Then the Chezacut figures came 
in. With bated breath, returning of¬ 
ficials opened them and scanned the 
report:

Chezacut had spoken and stands ^ 


today as the author of the biggest 
surprise, to say nothing of the 
biggest laugh, in the total history of 
politics. 

We visited historic Barkerville, 
reputed about 100 years ago as “the 
largest town west of Chicago and 
north of San Francisco,” where 
boots set a man back $50 a pair, 
cleanliness came high with soap at 
$1.25 a bar and tH# occasional frolic 
was even higher. A dance with a 
“hurdly-gurdy” girl cost $10 a 
whirl! , 

True it is that Barkerville has 
been in course of restoration since 
1558 and this is surely a w’orthy proj¬ 
ect But there are some rather bla¬ 
tant reminders to today interspersed 
with thbse fascinating relics of yes¬ 
terday ahd one wonders whether the 
former could not be made a little 
less objective| 

But Barkenille remains well 
worth a visit and particularly if the 
powers that be succeed in complet¬ 
ing ttnse repairs to the access high¬ 
way. 

Approximately midway between 
Quesnel and Williams Lake is Mar¬ 
guerite, and, west across the Fraser, 
lies Castle Rock. Castle Rock ap¬ 
pears on the road map of B.C. w hich 
is fortunate because, otherwise it 
could go entirely unnoticed. 
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The ivied halls of Yale which 
were founded in 1701 and the hal¬ 
lowed precints of Oxford, which go 
back another 500 years, are standing 
yet but Castle Rock school is gone. 

Around the year 1943,' when this 
writer presided over Castle Rock 
school, there was an enrolment of 
about nine sclK^ars who, between 
them, represented such far-flung na- 
tkxis as China, Germany, Canada 
and Canada’s original population, 
the Indians. It ^vas, in its own small 
way, a microcosm of the League of 
Natkxis: today it is passed on, a 
mere memory but a pleasant one. 

Marguerite and Castle Rock w ere 
united by a ferry and still are. 
Thirty years ago the master of this 
vessel which operates without sail or 
engine but, nevertheless, under the 
Canada Shipping Act, wais one 
Frank Long. 

He it. was who gave vent to a 
remark which, <wie suspected, was 
at least tinged with sarcasm: “You 
haven't lived until you’ve spent an 
evening in Ashcroft! 

Travelling north, we didn’t actual¬ 
ly knock on the door of the Arctic 
but we did adiieve Prince George. 

Here is another centre changed 
beyond recognition since the mid- 
4Qs. Here, also the leaning towards 
entertaining announcements is very 
evident. 

A service station invited any and 
all to “Come In and Be Tankful!” 
The gift store at the truly palatial 
Inn of the North had even invoked 
the poetic Muse. 

‘Tiovely to look at, 

Delightful to hold! 

But, if ym drop it, 

Ocnsid^ it sokl! ’ 


Ihcidentally, while on the subject 
of signs, a few of official origin 
along the highways were rather puz¬ 
zling* Northbound, we were warned 
that w’e might encounter errant cat¬ 
tle for six miles. But, on the south¬ 
bound invited cauticm for seven 
miles. Deer, admittedly, were more 
conservative at five miles, but, fur¬ 
ther south, they copped all the 
laurels by rambling around for 15 
miles. 

We felt convinced that these pre¬ 
cise figures were the outcome of 
protracted study by a handsomely 
reiribnerated government investigat¬ 
ing commitee, but all we ever saw 
in close to 1,400 miles, were one fox, 
one cow and an infinitesimal 
squirrel. 

One night was spent at Williams 
Lake where the Oiilcotin has 
much to recommend it, including 
those way-out table tops in the 
lounge.

Sometime, indeed, it went further. 

A thoroughly obliging waitress at 
the Princeton Motel Restaurant 
loaned her spectacles to a patron to 
enable her beter to read the menu 
and gave a definite assurance tiiat 
the toast served at the evening meal 
was fresh: NOT left over from 
breakfast In the coffee shop of the 
Billy Barker Inn at Quesnel, the 
waitress told me that she just didn’t 
know how she would survive the 
hours ahesid. She was terribly 
sleepy, she said, and she still had 
half a day to go. But she must have 
battled her way through somehow 
because, when we saw her again 
three days later, she told us she felt 
much better. What a relief! 

And for a really devasting, but 
quite natural smile that would grace 

• any magazine cover or TV close-up 
just watch Olga T. whose sjrfiere of 
activity is the coffee shop at Man¬ 
ning Park Lodge. 

At PrincettMi and elsewhere there 
was a sign advising that “Due to 
Lack Interest, Tomorrow Will Be 
Postponed.” 

But, as far as we were con¬ 
cerned, this was not to be. Tomor¬ 
row was our day to return home 
and, postponement, even though it 
mi£^t be welcome enough, was not 
in the cards. 

Nevertheless, we do have some¬ 
thing to look forward to: another, 
similar safari just as soon as cir¬ 
cumstances permit. 









Eccentnc Dr. Bethune Became a Chinese Legend 


Canadian Conuniinist Smoothed Trudeau’s Path!

By all accounts. Prime Minister {Trudeau's recent 
visit to China was a rousing success. His official re¬ 
ception, on arrival, by tens of thousands, and his two 
hours plus with Chairman Mao himself (events orches¬ 
trated by the Chinese and carefully noted by foreign 
diplomats in Peking) exceeded the welcome accorded 
any Western h^d of state or government to date. 


Why? The official explanation 
was that Canada was the first West¬ 
ern nation to supply China with 
wheat, that Trudeau devised a clev¬ 
er formula for recognition of the 
communist regime without upsetting 
Washington, and that Trudeau, be¬ 
fore entering politics, had visited 


Arcliaeology 
For Laymen

ARTIFACTS of the NORTH¬ 
WEST COAST INDIANS, by HU- 
lary Stewart; Hancock House; 
$12.95. 


At last someone has brought out 
a book for amateur archaeologists 
dealing with our own northwest 
coast area and what a book it is. 

Here it all is in written descrip¬ 
tion that any layman can easily 
grasp and also with countless 
sketches clearly defining the subtle¬ 
ties of the numerous styles and 
types of artifacts that many of us 
have seen but could not identify. 

Hillary Stew’art’s magnificent 
book is the first of its kind to go into 
this complex and often perplexing 
field in any detail that the layman 
could grasp. 

Ms. Stewart has obviously done 
her homework in research on the 
subject and instructive from die in¬ 
teresting first chapter entitled The 
Dig, on to a detailed look at all the 
different types of artifacts made 
from stone, bone, antler or shell. 

Her sketches are exemplary in 
their simplicity yet are easily iden¬ 
tifiable. 

An added bonus is the beautiful 
^llection of photographs in¬ 
terspersed throughout the volume. 
Many of these are true classics 
taken by the pioneer photographer 
Edward S. Curtis and are seldom 
seen reproduced, which is a real 
shamej^ 

TJjfe book is yet another fine ef¬ 
fort published by Hancock House of 
Saanichton dealing with our 
Northwest coast. It should be in ev¬ 
eryone’s library that is even remote- 
early Indian history and prehistory.

China and had written approvingly 
about that country in a book. 

The real reason, known to Tru¬ 
deau and every other Canadian who 
has visited China rec^tly, is that 
Canada is the home of I>r. Pai Chiu- 
en (which translaites literally as 
Seek Grace of the White Family), 
the name given to Dr. Norman Beth¬ 
une, native of Grayenhurst, Ont., 
who is deeply revered in Oiina, but 
little known in his native land. 

A biograirfiy of Bethune (The 
Scalpel, The Sv^'ord) appeared in 
1992 which, althoug^i it sold well and 
was translated into many languages, 
and was interesting and well writ¬ 
ten, left much to be desired; suppor¬ 
tive documentary evidence wzls 
lacking and many intriguing ques¬ 
tions remained unanswered. j 

Roderick Stewart felt the same 
way, and in an attempt to fill some 
of the gaps spent three years re¬ 
searching his subject. The result, 
recently publishedi is Bethune.' a 
thoughtful, workmanlike biography 
of an unusual (Z^anadian who became 
a legendary figure to 800,0(X),(X)0 Chi¬ 
nese. 

Bethune was a brilliant, distin¬ 
guished, innovative doctor (thoracic 
surgery) in Montreal in the 1930s. 
He was also eccentric, unorthodox, 
and subject to bewildering changes 
of mood. He w’as also lonely and 
unhappy in both his marriage and 
his medical career. He was also a 
communist. A 

In 1936, he turned his back on/his 
career and his country and w^t to 
Spain to fight fascism. He returned 
to Canada briefly on a fuifd-raising 
tour, then went to China to help Mao 
Tse-tung. 

His selfless, front-line medical 
work became an inspisetion to 
Mao’s tattered army. He died in 
November, 1939, from septicemia 
and was buried at Shihchiachuan, 
about 100 miles south of Peking, and 
is recognized as one of the authentic 
heroes of the Chinese revolution. 

In 1966, Mao decreed in a special 
article that all Chinese must learn 
from Bethune’s “selfless spirit of 
serving people.” 

This article, along with two other 
wTitten by Mao, are essential read¬ 
ing for all Chinese. They must study 
them again and again. The three are 
known to the Chinese as “the three 
well-read articles.” 

Stewart, who visited China, as 
well as other countries, during his 
research, doesn’t minimize Beth¬ 
une’s heroism arid self-sacrifice, but 
he also provides a devastating 
glimpse of the man behind tire le¬ 
gend. 

He was, Stewart informs us, a 
man of erratic ambitions and offen¬ 
sive personal oddities, a man at 
\ once fascinating, obnoxious, and 
^ highly attractive — and he provides 
evidence to badk up his assertions. 

Bethune is an interesting book 
abouT an interesting personality, a 
man once described as “an idealist 
who practised his ideals, and an ex¬ 
ceptionally dedicated and coura¬ 
geous man.” 

Trudeau arrived in China bearing 
gifts, including some which alienat¬ 
ed many (Canadians — a Polar bear 
rug (how many were killed to obtain

a perfect hide?), a sealskin parka, 
and four live beavers. But undoubt¬ 
edly the gift which pleased his hosts 
most was a box containing two sur¬ 
gical instruments made in Montreal 
by Dr. Bethune. 

This last gift, an act of hypocri¬ 
sy, is in keeping with what hap¬ 
pened in 1971. As recently as that 
year the federally-appointed Na¬ 
tional Historic Sites and Monuments 
Board decided that Norman Bethune 
did not meet the standards of a 
famous Canadian. 

A few months later, Canada and 
China established diplomatic rela¬ 
tions and the same board was hur¬ 
ried forced to reverse its decision 
and the embarrassing communist 
eccentric overnight became a CZana-

Significantly, the brief ceremony 
in the little frame bouse where Beth¬ 
une was bmn was attended by Cana¬ 
da’s minister of trade, industry and 
commerce. 

Cabinet ministers, MPs, industri¬ 
alists and businessmen, should be 
grateful to Rodenck Stewart for pro¬ 
viding background material on Beth¬ 
une so that they can at least sound 
sincere when doing business in tk 
China. 

For the rest of us, Bethune will 
be read wdth avid interest. Lord 
knows, (Canada has few enough 
heroic figures. Canadian politicians 
may treat this idealist with cyni¬ 
cism, but in China it’s a different 
story. 

There, as Stewart says in Ips 
final paragraph, “Bethune succeed^ 
ed in his ambition to serve and be 
sen’ed. His success is his legend.” « 


Things . . . Almost Forgotten

• Foxfire 2 is as refreshing as a walk on a frosty 
morning — and better for tired blood than Geritol, 


In fact, it is a cornucopia of nos- ‘ 
talgia, folklore, dying craiftsmaship, 
and a thousand and one other things 
both fascinating aiid ^ "almost — 
forgotten. 

If you enjoy a ghost story, have 
wondered about mid-wifing, even 
been to a com shuckin’, or mar¬ 
velled at the mysteries of beekeep¬ 
ing and w-inemaking. Foxfire 2 is 
your bible. For here, in 400 pages, 
Mr. Wigginton’s high school students 
have compiled a treasure trove of 
secrets to “plain living.” 

Through interviews with pioneers 
in the backwoods of Georgia, 
“Wig’s” journalism class . literally 
stepped backward into time. The re¬ 
sult of their interviews, of their 
demons tratiqns, of their involve¬ 
ment, was the original Foxfire Book, 
Here, in the second volume, yaw 
meet such fascinating people as 
Maude Shope, w’ho, at 76, lives alone 
with her 32-year-old mule, Frank. In 
three-quarters of a century, she has 
“been to com shuckings (‘Oh, that 
was a big thing, yTcnow; goin’ to 
shuck out a man’s com’), log roll¬ 
ings, has spun wxkjI, sewed clothing, 
raised 12 children, done midwife 
work, walked to church and school 
— and a thousand other things ...” 

Readers also meet Tommy 
Bames, whose speciality is the mak¬ 
ing of oxen yoke, and who giv’es 
readers a step-by-step demon¬ 
stration. John Conley has “been

makin’ wagon wheels about 50 
yqar”’ and through detailed pho¬ 
tographs, also taken by the students, 
readers follow this dying skill from 
the first cutting of wood to the 
finished product. 'There’s the mak¬ 
ing the spinning wheel, the arts of 
spinning and weaving, the dyeing of 
cloth with wild plants, and a 
hundred and one other dofwn-to-earth 
crafts which, slowly but surely, are 
going the way of the horse and 
buggy. 

The people, their tales, and their 
talents, as showm in Foxfire 2, are 
priceless. Indeed, this fat volume 
serves as a window on the past. 
After reading Foxfire 2, it is not to 
be wondered that so many are seek¬ 
ing a return to the soil and to 
Mother Nature. Be they “hippie” or 
whatever, they are part of a grow¬ 
ing movement in search of a slow'er,/s 
calmer lifestyle. 

Whatever one’s philosophy, there 
surely is something for them in Fox¬ 
fire 2. Even if it’s as insignficant as 
the recipe for dandelion wine, or as 
a guide to edible wild plants, or 
. . . ! 

We thoroughly enjoyed it and ex¬ 
pect to refer to Foxfire time and 
again.

Watergate and All That Grounded

As long ago as the 16th century, Niccolo Machi- 
avelli observed that the first impression one gets of a 
ruler and his brains is from seeing the men about him.

There #as bound to be 
trouble.”

together, as they are in this book. 

The authors have ‘ pinned’’ the 
leading characters, like butterfly 
specimens, and placed them under a 
microsc<^ with the result that the 
reader experiences the mad. ob¬ 
scene, almost Hitierian atmosphere 
of the NLxqn White House. 

Haldeman, the humorless, para¬ 
noid ex-advertising executive, ably 
assisted by his fellow Christian Sci¬ 
entist friend, ESirlichman. rid the 
White House of all liberal, humane 
thinkers and peopled it with his own 
kind and so became its feared, ty¬ 
rannical and undisputed boss. 

Outside the White House, but 
with free access to it, were the other 
two major figures. John Mitchell, a 
coarse and cruel individual, and 
Heniy Kissinger, the great intellec¬ 
tual liberal “dove,” who emerges 
from this book as a “hawk,” an in¬ 
stigator of wiretafHPing (his victims 
were his friends and colleagues» 
and, in short, a soiled personality. 

Mitchell hated Kissinger, a feel¬ 
ing that w’as probably mutual, and 
all the diaracters in the Watergate 
drama, including those who played 
important but minor roles, distrust¬ 
ed one another but continued to 
work in an atmosphere filled with 
fear and general contempt. 

What held them together was a 
twisted kind of loyalty to Richard 
Aiilhntis Nixon, without whom none 
of them would have been in the 
higher echelons of government and 
mthout whose approval, the authors 
of Watergate make clear without 
actually saying so, none could have 
behaved as they did. • 

This original' paperback was ob¬ 
viously prepared at speed but this 
handicap, w'hich ruins so 'many 
books on complex current themes, 
has been minimized by outstanding 
research, writing and editing and 
the inclusion of solid, hard-hitting 
opinion and just the right amount of 
justifiable intellectual cynicism. 

When -<he courts and congress 
have finally finished with Ni.xon and 
his uglx*. ill-assorted crew, histori¬ 
ans are going to have a field day. 
When that time comes you can bet 
your boots that this unpretentious 
paperback will figure prominently in 
most bibliographies.

The latest work by 
this popular western 
writer, Rood Agents 
covers "half a century of 
western banditry" with 
zest and style. 

Beginning wdtti the first, pioneer¬ 
ing attempts at robbing mule trains, 
through the refined science of train 
robbery, author Drago weaves a fas¬ 
cinating tale of fumUed, and forgot¬ 
ten, crimes of the past 

For, if gold was the magic whiqh 
opened the American West, it was 
also the magnet which attracted 
every class of highwayman, from 
the gentle, scholarly Black Bart, to 
the brut^ likes of the James 
brothers. 

Surprisingly, there are few 
heroes in Road Agents, and No 
Robin Hoods. For Mr. Drago makes 
it plain that, with rare exception. 
American bandits were little better 
than loafers, few of them boasting 
intelligence or imagination. In fact, 
but for Black Bart, Tom Bell and 
“Rattlesnake” Dick Barter, few 
were more than thugs, their initial 
success purely the result of ttie na¬ 
tural obstacles placed in the path 
of law officers by lack of settlement 
and communication. 

However, to give these charac¬ 
ters'their due. they did lay the foun¬ 
dation for modem crime. With the 
coming of the automobile, prohibi¬ 
tion and the roaring 20 s, the likes of 
Bonnie and Clyde and such made 
the scene — and the headlines. Then 
came organization and today’s 
Mafia -r not to mention the wealth 
of bo(^, movies and television pro¬ 
grams recalling the wild, wild West. 

If nothing else, Road Ageata and 
Train Robbers deserves noftice for 
its handsome cover, an oil painting 
depicting the robbery of a stage- 
coach.in winter by a lone bandit in 
maqjdnaw. The pencil drawing in¬ 
side the cover, by the same artist, is 
equally striking. 

The winner of the Western Heri¬ 
tage Award for outstanding Western 
nonfiction in 1970 (for The Great 
Range Wars), Mr. Drago also has 
written such widely-read bocdcs as 
Notorious Ladies of the Frontier, 
Lost Bonanxas, and Roads to Em¬ 
pire. 

Likely his success has been due 
tqr^ fact that, as an cM Kansas 
cbwhand wrote him years ago: “I 
like your books because you try tq 
tell k as it was.”

WORLD'S BEST LOGGER 


In 1968, Hartill received six 
months tuition in chopping from the 
relative and arrived at Squamish to 
take part in his first show. 

He took seconds in the two chop¬ 
ping events. 

The seconds didn’t discourage 
Hartill. First place in the chops had 
been won by Brian Herlihy — a New. 
Zealander. 

The Squamish show had also 
proven to him he ^^•as hooked on log¬ 
ger sports. 

“I was fortunate in a way. Log¬ 
ging sports were just in its infancy,” 
he says. 

Arriving back in New Zealand, 
Hartill made a bee-line for a logging 
camp and worked theie until March 
of 1969 when he moved his family to 
V^ancouver Island. 

That year, Hartill visited the cir¬ 
cuit of logging shows, not putting 
any decisive wins under his belt, but 
gaining more experience. 

Lumby, a small B.C. interior 
town, marked the turning point in 
1970 for Hartill. He took the all¬ 
round trophy. That year he \\x>n 
five out of eight shows he visited. 

Hartill, the son of a blacksmith 
bom in Taylorville, a west coast 
New' Zealand*town, had arrived. 

Hartill has a history of taking 
sports seriously. 

His first sport was long-distance 
cycling in New Zealand and from 
1950 to 1%3 he held the national 
junior and senior men's long-dis- 
tanoe cycling championship witii 
only a tw'o-year lapse during the 
12 years. 

Hartill's younger brother living 
in Australia is now one of the top 
roadriders in New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

This summer Hartill travelled to 
Ontario with CANLOG, the section 
of the Festival of Forests that han¬ 
dles logging sports and distributes 
Canadian championships in events. 
CANLOG is interested in promoting 
the sports in each province, so ^ that ' 

inter-provincial competitions can be 
held. 

This December, Hartill will be 
leading a team of B.C. loggers 
back to the area of the world he left 
in 1968. 

Hartill, with nine other loggers, 
will travel to Tasmania to partici- 
. pate in the wwld chopping and axe- 
throwing competitions. 

Logging sports are keeping the 
history of early logging alive, Hartill 
says. 

Many of the skills employed in 
such events as axe-throwing, pole 
climbing, running the obstacle 
course, using a cross-cut saw aren’t 
foin^d^ the worl^ing w’oods today. 

“Th^re is even an art of filing 
these cross-cut saws.” Hartill says. 

Hartill’s saw is filed by a man in 
Olympia, Washington, who since 
1934 has worked on saw’s that have 
taken world records repeatedly. 

“He’s in his 70s. but how long is 
he going to be able to go on filing? 

This is the thing,” Hartill says. 

To keep logging sports going, 
young people are needed, Hartill 
says. In many instances, the sons 
and daughters of loggers who travel 
the circuit compete in novice oi^ in¬ 
termediate classes. 

Young people interested are 
going to have to “keep at it,” he 
sajrs. Majiy of the loggers winning 
today—including Hartill—practise 
year round keeping in shape. 

But, victory is never guaranteed. 

**You never know. You can be 
beaten anytime,” Hartill aays.

Ron Hartill of Sooke 
has a liviog room that 
could pass for a trophy 
dealer's warehouse. 

Trophies, laurge and small, wood 
and metal, line shelves, the floor, 
hang on walls, and cover coffee 
tables. 

“There’s a couple of boxes under 
the couch, too,” he says. 

A large trc^y — the ‘Panicky 
Bell’ award — sits on one side of the 
room, almost lost in the jungle of 
surrounding Jiophies. 

The BeU award—named in honi>r 
of a famed coastal logger — 
marks Hartill as the world's best 
all-round logger. Hartill bested fel¬ 
low competitors in 10 events — the 
single and double bucking, hot 
power saws, underhand chop, stand¬ 
ing chop, springboard chqp, choker- 
men’s face, obstacle pole, axe- 
throwing and pole falling—to win 
the title at the Pacific National 
Exhibition this summer. 

But, then, the wan isn’t anything 
new to Hartill. He w'on the title in 
1972. And, in 1970. 

Sitting in his comfortable living 
rx^m, the six-foot-five Hartill, who 
at 37 sports a full crowm of grey 
hair, kx)ks like anything but a log¬ 
ger. 

Majdje a boating enthwsiast? Or a 
golfer? 

But, the crowds of trophies glitter 
out reality. 

Hi* relaxed manner and easy 
conversation manner doesn’t give 
aw'ay he has just completed a cir¬ 
cuit of 15 logging shows this season. 

Of the 15 shows, he took all-round 
trophies home from Nanaimo, Port 
Albemi, Terrace (idus a Canadian 
championship in the single bucking). 
WaUa Walla, Wash., Mission Al- 
bandy. Ore., Port Haudj', Gold 
River, and Sooke, Hayward. Wis., 
Squamish, Prince George, the PNE. 
and Hope. 

A total of 12 out of 15 show’s. 

In Port Hardy, it was his fourth 
year to win all-round: Prince 
George, again his fourth; Woss, his 
second; Mission, his second; Gold 
River, second, and Squamish, sec¬ 
ond. 

The only events Hartill doesn’t 
take part in au’e speed-climbing and 
log-rolling. 

He likes to keep his feet on the 
ground, he jokes. 

Actually, Hartill refrains from 
these two events because he de¬ 
scribes them as too taxing. 

*T may compete in as many as 12 
events. Tm already handicapped in 
the last few,” he says. 

Hartill doesn’t have a long his- 
toiy of setting chokers, falling trees, 
or in any way was connected with 
logging until 1968. 

At the time he had been living in 
New Zealand with his w’ife Helen 
and fats children, Dale 13, and Jan. 

12. His occiqpation w’as a commer¬ 
cial deer hunter. 

A rdative'visiting the PNE in 
1967 impressed upon Hartill the 
growing popularity of logging sports 
in B.C. and “suggested that best I 
get over here.’* 
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. . . his trophies prove it 
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
